LULL IN BATTLE 
ALONG CENTER. 


Along the «center, which now 
stretches from Roye the Meuse, 
there appears to have ‘been a lull in 
the fighting, which means, of course, 
that although the artillery has been 
busy as ever, neither side has attempt- 
ed any attacks. 

Around St. Mihiel, south of Verdun, 
where the Germans are hanging on 
to the little strip of the river Meuse 
which they succeeded in crossing and 
from which the French have been 
trying for weeks to drive them, the 
battle has been almost continuous and 
the French ciaim to have gained more 
ground. 

Away down in Alsace, which is sel- 
dom mentioned in the official reports, 
there has been fighting which, how- 
ever, both French and German state- 
ments ignore. Twice during the week 
reports have come from Basel that the 
Germans have been defeated and now 
an unofficial account from Berlin says 
that. the fortress of Belfort has been 
attacked with mortars. 

Both Berlin and Paris express con- 
fidence in the outcome of the battle 
in the east and west. 


PROGRESS IN EAST

Reports of fighting in East Prussia, 


this fighting which was referred to 
in the official reports from Berlin and 
Petrograd. One account 6ays the 
Germans have taken the offensive 
with success, but the Russians declare 
the Austrians and Germans have been 
reduced to the defensive. It is quite 
likely the state of the roads prevents 
either side from making any advance 
and that they will be compelled to 
wait until the ground has frozen be- 
fore striking their real blows. 


DELAY IN EAST 
HAMPERS GERMANS. 


From the allies’ standpoint the de- 
lay in the eastern theater of war is 
important, for it prevents the Germans 
from sending reinforcements to the 
west. The inhabitants of Poland ap- 
parently are giving the Germans some 
trouble and are reported to have or- 
ganized marauding parties, which, 
while they cannot do much damage to 
any army, can interfere with its com- 
munications by destroying roads and 
bridges.

No Important Events Reported 
By the German General Staff 


London, October 17.—An official an- 
nouncement issued from the German 
general headquarters today, says that 
in the “French theatre of the war 
there have been no important events,” 
according to a Berlin dispatch to the 
Reuter Telegram company, received by 
way of Amsterdam. 

“In the province of Suwalki,” the 
statement adds, “the Russians yester- 
day were inactive. A number of pris- 
oners were captured near Schirwindt 
and some guns were taken. The bat- 
tles near and south of Warsaw con- 
tinue.”’ 

GERMAN FORCES 
REACH NORTH SEA. 

Berlin, October 17.—(By Wireless)— 
According to unofficial announcement 
made in Berlin today, German troops 
in the vicinity of Ostend have reached 
the North sea, and fighting is going on 
as far to the west as Dunkirk. 

Belgium today apppears to be almost 
completely in German possession. The 
French and British troops are report- 
ed as cut off on all sides, particularly 
around Ypres. 

German headquarters in Berlin has 
expressed the belief that large num- 
bers of Belgian soldiers, fleeing before 
the Germans, have cast off their uni- 
forms and put on civilian clothes, pre- 
ferring to be captured in this attire. 
That the men composing the garrison 


at Antwerp fled in a great hunry is 
proved by the quantities of east-off 
uniforms, especially of the British 
royal naval division, found by the 
German soldiers. 

In the eastern arena of the war the 
Situation is described as favorable in 
reports given out here today. These 
say: 

“German troops are before Warsaw. 
Russian reports of the capture of Ger- 
man guns are untrue. The Polish pop- 
ulation of Warsaw has been maltreated 
by the Russians. There have been 
many arrests and executions. The Pol- 
ish and Jewish inhabitants of this dis- 
trict now are aware of the Russian de- 
feats in East Prussia and South Poland, 
and they are receiving the Germans and 
Austrians as liberators.”" 

GERMANS DENY 
FRENCH CLAIMS. 

Washington, October 17.—The Ger- 
man embassy today received the fol- 
lowing wireless from its foreign of- 
fice at Berlin: 

“Official headquarters report that the 
Russians tried on October 14 to re-oc- 
cupy Lyck, but were repulsed and 
that 8,000 prisoners, one gun and three 
machine guns were taken. 

“The Germans occupied Bruges Oc- 
tober 14 and Oswald October 15. Heavy 
French attacks have been repulsed. 
The official French statement pretend- 
ing that important progress has been 
made at different places on the front, 
for instance near Berry-Au-Bac, north-

LINER NOURDAM STRIKES 
ENGLISH CHANNEL MINE 


Big Holland-American Ship In- 
jured, But Not Sunk—Pas- 
sengers Hurt. 


London, October 17.—The Holland- 
American liner Noordam struck a mine 
today in the English channel, accord- 
ing to an Amsterdam dispatch to Reu- | 
ter’s Telegram company. Seven per- 
sons aboard the Noordam were in- 
jured. 

The Noordam is steaming slowly to 
Nieuwe Waterweg, Hook of Holland, 
according to late advices to Lloyds 
from Amsterdam. 

The Noordam, which is commanded 
by Lieutenant Krol, of the Netherland 
Royal naval reserve, left New York 
October 6, bound for Rotterdam with a 
number of first and second cabin and 
steerage passengers. 

The Noordam is of 7,978 tons net and 
550 feet long. She was-built at Bel- 
fast in.1902. On her previous east- 
ward trips the liner was diverted from 
her course by a British warship and 
taken to Queenstown, where 188 Ger- 
man and Austrian reservists were 
taken off. 

Held Up by Cruisers. 

New York, October 17.—Word was 
received at the Hoboken offices of the 
Holland-American line today that the 
steamer Noordam, which _ sailed for 
Rotterdam on October 6, with ninety 
assengers, had been held up in the 
Snglish channel by four British cruis- 
ers and convoyed to Falmouth. Itwas 
assumed here that the Noordam was 
proceeding from Falmouth after hav- 
ing been released by the British au- 
thorities when she struck a mine. 


GEN. HAMILTON KILLED 


SAILORS WERE SINGING 
WHEN DEATH BLOW CAME 


Submarine Which Sank the 
Cruiser Hawke Not Seen 
Until After Explosion. 


Aberdeen, Scotland, October 17.— 
Survivors of the British cruiser Hawke, 
which was sunk yesterday by a Ger- 
man submarine, say the presence of a 
submarine in the vicinity of the cruis- 
er was unknown until the periscope of 
the boat was detected moving away. 
The Hawke sank in five minutes, and 
hundreds of men, some of them in 
cork jackets and others hanging to 
pieces of wreckages, were scattered 
about in the water. 

“I was on the forenoon watch,” said 
one of the stokers. “Some one was 
singing and the others had joined in 
the chorus when the Hawke was 
struck. The ship immediately started 
to cant over. When I reached the 
deck the captain was calling, ‘It’s 
everybody for himself.’ 

He Jumped Overboard. 


“I jumped overboard and managed 
to keep afloat, although the water was 
bitterly cold, until picked up by the 
only boat that there was time to 
launch. For a time we rowed around 
picking up men, but the boat was soon 
crowded, and beyond throwing life 
belts to the men in the water, we could 
do no more A Norwegian steamer 
came up and picked up a few men, 
but for the large majortiy she was 
too late.” 

Another survivor said: 

“The torpedo must have struck the 
magazine, for there was a terrible ex- 
plosion and the ship rose as if she had 
gone on a rock.

Over a Million Men Are: 


Being Prepared. 


London, October 17.—The Times’ mil- 
itary correspondent, replying to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung’s statement that 
Great Britain was unable to raise more 
than 600,000 troops, says: 


“We have, at the present moment, 


exactly double that number, namely 1,- | 


200,000 men, and the number grows al- 
most faster than we can cope with. This 
is only the beginning. 

“It is our way, as well as that of 
America, to begin to raise our armies 
after war breaks out and to go on 
raising them until our ultimate ends 
are achieved. With 1,200,000 men at 
home, the army in the field and the 
hundreds of thousands forming in In- 
dia, Canada, Australia and elsewhere, 
are merely the nucleus upon which oth- 
er armies eventually will be built. 

“It is only a question of time. It 
stands to reason that an empire of 
400,000,000 can never lack men. This 
war for us has hardly begun. We have 
sent merely an advance guard into 
France. In the spring, the remainder 
of the advance guard will follow and 
somewhere toward the end of 1915, 
the main body will begin to come into 
view. 

“We are sorry for the allies that we 
are even slower than Russia in making 
our weight felt, but a year or so 
hence, when the allies need a rest, we 
shall be in a position to make good 
war. 

“Nothing can arrest the steadily as- 
cending figures of our army. Their cost 
is of little account since Germany will 
ultimately have to pay—in territory 
as well as money. 

“Imagine things at their worst. 
Imagine the last Cossack on the rurals 
and the last French door-keeper evict- 
ed from Bordeaux. Then we would be- 
gin a maratime war against Germany 
and still be no worse off than when we 
began war against Napoleon.” 


EARTHQUAKE SHAKES 
GRECIAN PROVINCES 


Hundreds of Houses Wrecked 
at Thebes and Many 
Persons Injured. 


London, October 17.—(11:32 p. m.)— 
A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company from Athens says early today 
there were continuous seismic shocks 
in the Grecian provinces of Attica and 
Boeotia and Peloponnesus. At Thebes 
hundreds of houses were overthrown 
and numerous persons’ were injured. 
The shocks are continulng and have 
been felt in Athens. 

According to the advices reaching 
here, M. Repoulis, the Greek minister 
of the interior, left Athens at noon on 
Saturday to visit the places where the 
earthquake caused the most serious 
damage. 

At Chaleis the damage is reported to 
be serious, while at Thebes many of 
the inhabitants have fled to the fields. 
In Athens cracks have appeared in the 
walls of many houses.

Honolulu, T. H., October 17.—The 
Toyo Kisen Kiasha liner Shinyo Maru 
arrived from Nagasaki today, eighteen 
hours overdue, bad weather having de- 
layed her, it was officially announced.

Aocording to an announcement made 
by the secretary of the British admi- 
ralty, the British vesselsinthe action 
were the light cruiser Undaunted and 
the torpedo boat destroyers Lance, 
Lennon, Legion and Loyal. 

The admiralty announces that the 
British loss In the engagement Satur- 
day off the Dutch coast, in which four 
German torpedo boat destroyers were 
sunk, was one officer and four men 
wounded. The damage to the British 
destroyers was slight. 

The announcement adds: 

“There are thirty-one German sur- 
vivors, prisoners of war.” 

Thus the British sallorse have taken 
speedy revenge for the sinking of the 
British crulser Hawke by a submarine 
Thursday. 

The sinking of the four warships 
today makes six topedo boat destroy- 
ers sent to the bottom by British gun- 
fire since the beginning of the war 
seven counting the torpedo boat 
destroyer sunk by the submarine E-9. 

The score in naval operations, with- 
out counting converted merchantmen 
such as the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
and the Cap Trafalgar, now favors the 
allies, which have sunk one Austrian 
and six German cruisers and seven 
German torpedo boat destroyers, while 
there have been urconfirmed reports 
of the sinking of several Austrian de- 
Stroyers in the Adriatic sea, 

The Germans have sunk eight Brit- 
ish and one Russian cruiser, while 
Australia has lost a submarine by ac- 
cident. The Russians also claim to 
have sunk two 76¢rman submarines, 
but this the Germans deny. 

Up to this afternoon Berlin had not 


)} heard officially of the sinking of the 


British cruiser Hawke, which indi- 
cates that the submarine which ac- 
complished it has not yet returned to 
port. 


The British cruiser Undaunted was 
commanded by Captain Cecil H. Fox, 
who commanded the cruiser Amphion, 
which, after sinking the German arm- 
ed cruiser Koenigen Luise, wae itself 
destroyed by a German mine on Au- 
zust 6. The Undaunted is a vessel of 
3,500 tons. She carries two 6-inch and 
Six 44-inch guns. 

The destroyers that accompanied the 
cruiser each have an armament of 
three 4-inch guns and an equipment 
of four 31-inch torpedo tubes in pairs. 
The destroyers are 250 feet in length 
and have a speed of 39 knots an 
hour. They each carry 100 men.

Brigades Did Fine Work. 


“Tt is not necessary to say more than 
this. The naval brigades bore them- 
selves edmirably under the artillery 
fire of the enemy and it is to be re- 
gretted that no opportunity of closer 
contact with his infantry was afford- 
ed them. 

“The dispatch of the naval brigades 
to Antwerp has interrupted for. the 
time the progress of their instruction 
and training. They were chosen be- 
cause the need for them was urgent; 
because mobile troops could not be 
snared for fortress duties, because thev 
were nearest and could be embarked 
the quickest and because their train- 
ing, although incomplete, was as far 
advanced as that of a large portion 
not only of the forces defending Ant- 
werp, but of the enemy’s forces at- 
tacking. 

“The naval division was sent to 
Antwerp, not as an isolated incident, 
but as a part of a large operation for 
the relief of the city. Other and more 
powerful considerations prevented this 
from being carried through. The de- 
fense of the inner lines of Antwerp 
could have been maintained for some 
days and the naval division withdrew 
only when ordered to do so, in obedi- 
ence to the general strategic situa- 
tion and not on account of any attack 
or pressure by the enemy. 

Gave Powerful Aid. 


“The prolongation of the defense due 
to the arrival of the division enabled 
the ships in the harbor to be rendered 
useless and i.ainy steps of importance 
to be taken. 

“It is too early now to judge what 
effect the delaying, even for five or 
six days, of at least 60,000 Germans 
before Antwerp may have had upon 
the fortunes of the general battle to 
the southward. It was certdinly pow- 
erful and helpful, apart from the mili- 
tary experiences, which have been in- 
valuable.

RUSSIANS PLAY 
WAITING GAME. 

London, October 17.—Telegraphing 
from Petrograd regarding the situation 
in the Russian field of operations, the 
correspondent of The Times says: 

“It looks as if those high in Russian 
command had decided to play a wait- 
ing game. Otherwise they would not 
give the Germans time to entrench and 
thereby prolong the whole course of 
operations. 

“Reliable information shows that the 
Germans seriously contemplate win- 
tering in Poland. Peasants have risen 
at many places, notably Kielce and 
Miechow. Regardless of the most ter- 
rible reprisals, they are forming guer- 
rilla bands and attacking the invaders. 
The railroad near Nowo Radomak has 
been wrecked and train loads of Ger- 
man soldiers killed. 

“All roads from the Vistula to the 
frontier are encumbered with the Ger- 
man transport wagons and dead horses. 
The roads are impassable owing to 
ruins. 

GIGANTIC BATTLE, 


REPORTS BERLIN. 

Berlin, October 17.—(Via The Hague, 
and London.)—Preparations are under 
way for a gigantic battle in the east- 
ern war arena where Austrian and 
German armies have taken positions 
along the river Vistula and the river 
San. The re-taking of Przemysl an- 
nounced from Austrian sources, has 
permitted the unfolding of the power 
of the Austrians from the direction of 
Lemberg, and their advance in_ the 
southern Carpathians menaces the Rus- 
sian extreme left wing. 

Desperate fighting already is going 
on along the center of the two armies 
on the banks of the Vistula. This ac- 
tion, in a measure, has been delayed 
by bad roads and the presence of 
swampy land. This condition has 
made necessary detours by the Aus- 
trian and German forces. 

The Russian army is east of the 
Vistula. . This is regarded *in Berlin 
as making its advance, and the gen- 
eral management of the campaign, 
a difficult matter. The Russian at- 
tack on the Austrians and Germans, 
unless they can recross the Vistula, 
which would be difficult, will not be 
an easy matter. The Austrian and Ger- 
man commanders are manger in min 
however, that the fortress of [vangoro 
and the belt of fortifications between 
Warsaw, Praga, Novogeorkijewsk and 
Regriche serve as Russian supports. 

It is understood here that heavy 
fighting for possession of the bridges 
at the head of the Vistula is immi- 
nent. German troops already have 
reached the Terrain, commanded by 
these fortifications. 


BATTLE CONTINUES, 


REPORTS VIENNA. 

Vienna, October 16.—(Via Amsterdam 
and London, October 17.)—It was an- 
nounced officially in Vienna today that 
the fighting continued yesterday 
(Thursday) along the entire battle- 
front from Stry and Sambor—both to 
the southeast of Przemysl—to the 
mouth of the river San. 

“In Marmaros-Sziget, Hungary, the 
enemy has been pursued by Austrian 
a nt a which have occupied 
Palis. 

“In the valley of the Black Bistrica 
the Russians are retiring. Our troops 
have followed them to Zielona.”

Mexico City, October 17.—Ysidro 
abela, the Mexican foreign minister, 
in an interview today, said General 
Venustiano Carranza still is the first 
chief of the constitutionalist party. 
The foreign minister declared the 
Aguas Calientes convention had not 
discussed Carranza’s resignation, but 
had considered only general questions 
affecting the nation. 

Asked regarding the assumption of 
supreme power by the Aguas Calientes 
convention at a secret session held Oc- 
tober 15, he said: 

“The business of the government of 
the republic is being conducted as usu- 
al. The supreme chief of the army is 
Genera] Carranza. He is also the first 
chief of the nation. 

“The Aguas Calientes convention ts 
discussing the general affairs of the 
country, but particularly an arrange- 
ment for an armistice between Benja- 
min Hili and General Maytorena, who

convention in not ceasing hostilities. 

“The resignation of General Carran- 
za has not been discussed at the con- 
vention, and therefore he continues to 
be the first chief as before. A. F. Vil- 
lareal is only the president of the con- 
vention and has nothing to do with 
executive affairs outside that body. 
There has been no intention of chang- 
ing the composition of the Carranza 
cabinet, as complete harmony reigns in 
the official family.” 

A commission headed by General 
Felipe Angeles and General Blanco left 
here today to confer with General 
Zapata in regard to the latter’s par- 
ticipation in the peace conference. 
Pending the arrival of a full Zapata 
delegation at Aguas Calientes the ses- 
sions of the peace convention will be 
secret. 

General Villa is in Aguas Calientes 
with his staff and an escort of troops. 
He says, however, he wil] not enter 
the convention and’ that he intends to 
return to the north tomorrow.

AMERICANS WOUNDED 
‘BY MEXICAN BULLETS. 


Naco, Arizona, October 17.—It was 
learned late today that the Maytorena 
forces, partisans of the Villa faction 
in the Mexican imbroglio, had been de- 
feated with heavy losses during their 
attack on Naco, Sonora, last night and 
early today. 

Maytorena not only disregarded the 
armistice fixed by the Aguas Calientes 
conference, but attacked the Mexican 
town from due south, although he 
previously nad assured American offi- 
cials that he had given orders to pre- 
vent fire against the American town. 

Bullets from the rifles of the Indians 
who hurled themselves against the en- 
trenchments of the Carranza i forces 
under General Hill, struck in this vil- 
lage. Seven persons were wounded, in- 
cluding four negro troopers of the ninth 
United States cavalry. 

The American soldiers crouched be- 
hind boiler plate fortifications strung 
along the American side of the bound- 
ary pe the bullets pattered against the 
steel. 

Two of the most seriously wounded 
troopers, neither of whom is expected 
to live, were sent to the army hospital 
at Fort Huachuca. 

Indications tonight were that May- 
torena would not renew the attack for 
geveral days if at all.

AGAINST NEW. HAVEN

Three Sets of Trustees Are Pro- 
vided to Carry Out the 
Court’s Order. 


New York, October 17.——-The disinte- 
Sration of the great railway, trolley 
and steamship transportation monopoly 


built up in New England during the| fiberal 


past tweive years by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad com- 
pany is prescribed in detaii by the de- 
cree filed today with the federal! court 
by Attorney Generai Gregory in the 
government’s dissolution suit. 

Briefily, the railroad trust must 
shear itseif of vast holdings of trolley 
and steamship lines and must part with 
certain railroads brought under its 
domination, including the Boston and 
Maine, forever and by public auction, 
if necessary. 

The control of many of the New Ha- 
ven’s subsidiaries passes today, with 
the filling of the decree, from the road's 
directors, who have so 'onz managed 
them, into the Keeping of rtifteen men, 
termed trustees, and acting as officers 
of the federai court. These men will 
rule these subsidiaries until such time 
as they are weaned, by sale, perma- 
nently from New Haven domination. 
The time limit set for the final part- 
ing varies, but in no case is it to be 
deferred beyond July 1, 1919. 

Whether there will be linked under 
one Management in the future the af- 
fairs of the New Haven road and the 
fleet of Sound steamships operated by 
the New England Steamship company 
is to be determined later by the court 
after the interstate commerce com- 
mission passes on the application of 
the New Haven company for authority 
to retain stock in the steamship com- 
Pany. 

In certain steamship companies, how- 
ever, the New Haven railroad must 
surrender its controlling influence. 

The filing of the decree today closes 
civil proceedings in connection with 
the government’s investigation of the 
New Haven road. The criminal end 
of the investigation is yet under way. 
To the government's dissolution decree 
the railroad company consented. 

The decree for three sets of trustees, 
the first to take over the Boston and 
Maine holdings of the New Haven: the 
second to take over the trolley line to 
take over the trolley lin holdings in 
Rhode Island. These trustees are to 
act as officers of the court in carrying 
out the methods provided for the ulti- 
mate sale of the holdings.

CASH ASSETS HELD 
BY NATIONAL BANKS 


Washington, October 17.—The 7,538 
national banks doing business in the 
United States September 12 had cash 
assets amounting to  $9038,707,348, a 
decrease since June 30 of $65,367,714, 
according to a report made public to- 
night by the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. 

The banks reported loans and dis- 
counts of $6,400,767,386 and individual 
deposits of $6,139,081,279. Their capi- 
tal stock was put at $1,060,332,072, with 
a surplus of $724,138,519. The assets 
and liabilities amounted to $11,483,529,- 
495. From June 30 individual deposits 
decreased $129,611,150, but gained 
$377,742,548 over August 9, 1913. 

The report showed reserves in some 
cities below requirements, but in many 
others above the legal amounts. In 
connection with the report the comp- 
troller made public a letter to the presi- 
dent announcing that amount advanced 
by banks to the $100,000,000 gold pool 
to relieve the foreign exchange market 
is not to be counted as part of their 
reserves.

Colombian Soldier and States- 
man Attacked While on 
Way to Senate. 


Bogota, Colombia, October 17.—Gen- 
eral Rafael Uribe-Uribe, member of 
the Colombian senate and chief of the 
party, who was attacked by 
two artisans Thursday afternoon 
while on his way to the senate, died 
yesterday. Wounds which were in- 
flicted upon his head and neck with 
an axe proved fatal. 

The assassins, both members of the 
Libera}! Republican Workmen’s club, 
were arrested. The motive for their 
attack is not known, but it is believed 
to have been due to failure to receive 
positions said to have been promised 
them. Great indignation has been 
aroused by the killing of General 
Urtbe-Uribe, but the city remains 
quiet. An imposing state funeral for 
the dead soldier and statesman was 
held today.

General Rafael Uribe-Uribe, Colom- 
bian soldier, lawyer and diplomat, had 
represented Colombia as minister to 
Brazil, Chile and Argentina and has 
served on special missions to other of 
the Latin-American countries. He was 
also a delegate to the Pan-American 
countries. He was also a delegate to 
the Pan-American congress of Ameri- 
can republics which met in Rio 
Janeiro. 

During the uprising against the 
Marroquin government General Uribe- 
Uribe was a leader of the insurrec- 
tionists. More recently he figured as 
one of the advisory committee that 
signed the treaty between the United 
States and Colombia designe: to settle 
the Panama controversy.

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WORLD WHEAT CROP 
SHOWS DECREASE 


United States Has Record- 
Breaker, But Other. Coun- 
tries, Except France, Will 
Not Raise as Much as Last 
Year. 


Washington, October 17.—The 1914 
world wheat crop probably will be 
less than in 1913 and 1912, although 
the United States has had a record- 
breaking wheat harvest. Statistics 
announced today by the department 
of agriculture indicate the crops of 
all nations aggregate approximately 
3,741,018,000 bushels, against 4,125,- 
10,000 bushels in 1913 and 3,791,875,000 
bushels in 1912. 

“In Europe agricultural 
in most countries this season have 
been favorable for only moderate 
yields,” the department announced. 
“The present shortage of this season’s 
Kuropean yield wil] likely be magni- 
fled by complete returns.” 

Great Britain, according to agricul- 
tural officers, reports a crop several 
million bushels larger than any re- 
cent one. In France it is believed 
the quantity probably will exceed that 
of last year. Italy indicates a short 
yield and Spain an increase. From 
Germany and Austria no intimation 
of the grain harvest is available, but 
in Hungary a deficiency is indicated. 
Reports from Roumania and the Bal- 
kan states suggest short yields and 
official cables pimce thé harvest in sev- 
enty-three governments of European 
and Asiatic Russia 183,000,000 bushels 
below last year. 

The five principal non-European 
wheat-producing countries—the United 
States, Canada, Argentina, British In- 
dia and Australia—which grow all the 


conditions 


wheat produced outside of HBurope, re- 
port 20,000,000 bushels more than in 
1912. In Canada, Argentina and Brit- 
ish India the aggregate yield is 200,- 
000,000 bushels less than t year. 
Of the 892,000,000-bushel crop har- 
vested in the United States, 525,000,000 
bushels, it is estimated, will be re- 
quired for food in this country and 
77,000,000 bushels for seeding.

Forcible Search of American 
Ship Metapan by the Conde 
Causes Protest—Search Is 
Denounced as “Outrage.”

can merchant ship Metapan by the 
French cruiser Conde in the Carri- 
bean sea was filed in the senate today 
by Senator Thomas. A letter was sub- 
mitted by the senator from R. Ww. 
Patterson, a passenger on the Metapan, 
who said officers of the Conde forced 
five Germans on the vessel to sign 


parole agreements binding them not 
to fight against the allies in the Euro- 
pean war. 

Called an “Outrage.” 

Senator Thomas declared the “out- 
rage” as reported by Mr. Patterson 
called for prompt investigation by the 
state department. 

The letter sét forth that the Conde 
stopped the Metapan between Carta- 
gena and Puerta Colombia October 4. 
Two armed officers and two sailors 
from the Conde, Mr. Patterson wrote, 
boarded the Metapan, whose captain, 
the letter said, assembled passengers 
in the dining salon while the naval 
officers examined the ship's papers. 
Later five young Germans who, ac- 
cording to Mr. Patterson, were “on 
board a neutral vessel plying between 
neutral ports,” were “forced to sign a 
parole to procure their liberty. 

“This was an outage committed on 
American soil, under the American 
flag,” said Mr. Patterson. “The pas- 
sengers of an American vessel were 
practically all imprisoned by French 
officers and men.” 

Mr. Patterson said the captain and 
virtually all officers of the Metapan 
were British subjects and that the 
captain served the French “with 
alacrity.” The letter declared that 
Isaac Manning, American consul at 
Baranquilia, who was on the vessel, 
had drawn up a report to the state 
department. 

Senator Thomas’ statement caused 
Senator Stone, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, to interrupt pro- 
ceedings of the senate with a warning 
to belligerent nations to respect the 
rights of the United States as a neu- 
tral nation. 

Warring Nations Must be Careful. 

“When we are performing our duty 
to maintain neutrality,’ said Senator 
Stone, “nations involved in war should 
be careful to recognize our rights and 
to keep faith with us. 

“If they fail to do so, then the re- 
sponsibility of violating the rights of 
a neutral power will rest upon their 
heads. The government of the United 
States will maintain its position, but 
it igs well for other nations to know 
that we will not look with indiffer- 
ence on the violation of the rights and 
privileges of our own government or 
our own citizens.

Had the Germans been made 
prisoners by the French, it is admit- 
edly a debatable question as to 
whether the French commander was 
not entirely within his rights in mak- 
ing the arrests. That he had author- 
ity to stop a neutra] vessel and search 
for contraband is generally admitted, 
and the only point .that remains in 
doubt is as to the extension of this 
authority to the subjects of a belliger- 
ent power. 

Many times since the outbreak of 
the present war British cruisers have 
exercised this right and have arrested 
and carried to English jails a great 
many German reservists found in neu- 
tral ships. 

This was true of Dutch, Spanish and 
Swedish vessels, and if the govern- 
ment to which theig owners owe al- 
legiance have made any protests the 
fact never has been reported. 


Many New Principles. 


As pointed out by a state depart- 
ment official, the present war has had 
a most revolutionary effect upon the 
cardinal doctrines of international 
law; many old principles have been 
abandoned and many new ones laid 
down, ‘particularly in regard to con- 
traband and the rights and duties of 
neutrals. When the war ends it may 
be necessary to rewrite the whole code 
of international law. While these un- 
derlying principles are in such a tran- 
sient condition, the officials of the de- 
partment are unwilling to pass upon 
any hypothetical cases and will deal 
only with actual happenings, such as 
the stoppage of the Metapan, when the 
facts are officially laid before them in 
such form as to require a formal opin- 
ion and action. 


KNOX MAKES ATTACK 
ON WOODROW WILSON 


Former Secretary of State Crit- 
icises Mexican Policy, Also 
European Neutrality. 


Philadelphia, October 17.—Philander 
Cc. Knox, formerly United States sena- 
tor and secretary of state, in a politi- 
cal address here today sharply criti- 
cized the present administration's 
policies, especially with reference to 
Mexico. 

Mr. Knox criticized the democratic 
party for holding the republican party 
responsible for certain situations in 
connection with American foreign af- 
fairs. “No party,” he said, “has the 
right to imperil the equilibrium of our 
international relations by subjecting 
them to the rougn and perilous course 
of domesfic politics. 

“The democrats prattle about peace,” 
said Mr. Knox, “yet they have the 
distinction of beginning a war upon 
a famished and distraugh neighboring 
people.” 

He stated that all the bloodshed 
with which Mexico has been cursed 
the past eighteen months was due to 
the failure to recognize the Huerta 

overnment and the removal of the 
‘aft embargo on the sale of war ma- 
terials to Mexican bandits. 

“But it is concerning the mainten- 

ance of our neutrality during the 
present European conflict,” said Mr. 
Knox, “that the administration regis- 
ters the loftiest heights of self-satis- 
faction. 
“Our positive action has at times 
approached dangerously near to open 
partisanship. At the outbreak of the 
war we took, as to certain German 
wireless stations, an attitude uncalled 
for under the rules and principle of 
international law. 

“T am unwilling to belleve this was 
intended as a partisan act in favor of 
the allies as against Germany, and 
yet, unfortunately for us, there is much 
in the situation that gives ground for 
such charge upon the part of the Ger- 
<1 government and the German peo- 
ple.”

The amendment of Senator Overman, 
appropriating $65,963,598 to pay to the 
southern states the amount collected 
as a tax on cotton after the civil war, 
was defeated 14 to 44. The amend- 
ment would have repaid the cotton tax 
on the condition that the states loan 
it to cotton producers on their product. 

Tense Hours in Senate. 

Tense hours in the senate followed 
the announced determination early in 
the day of southern democrats to make 
an effort to hold up action on the war 
revenue bill should the cotton amend- 
ments be defeated. Administration 
leaders, and even President Wilson, 
were notified of the situation. Post- 
master General Burleson went to the 
capitol and was closeted with several 
of the leading southern senators who 
were planning the coup. His influ- 
ence and that of others was said to 
'have prompted some of the senators to 
change their minds. 

After the cotton amendments had 
been defeated, however, Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, declaring that “the 
senate has defeated a measure vastly 
more important than the war revenue 
bill,” moved to lay that measure on 
the table. 

Senator Bryan, of Florida, made the

This motion was held 
to be within the spirit of the unanimous 
consent resolution. 

The roll call was about to be taken 
when Senator John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, himself a champion of the 
cotton bond amendment, arose and ar- 
raigned his colleagues. From a posi- 
tion in front of the democratic seats 
he faced the southern senators and 
declared that responsibility for the wel- 
fare of the entire country would rest 
upon them if their efforts should suc- 
ceed. 

Williams Warns Recalcitrants. 


“Tf there be democrats here,” said he, 
“who in this threatening hour to the 
government will now join hands with 
the opposite party to defeat this nec- 
essary revenue legislation, the respon- 
sibility will rest upon them. Do you 
believe the democratic party will per- 
mit five or six gentlemen to stultify 
the party and starve the treasury? Do 
you imagine you can win anything for 
your case by that? I warn you that 
you cannot. If you attempt to hold 
up the best interests of the entire na- 
tion in order to get assistance in an 


effort for aid that already has been, 


denied by an overwhelming majority 
of the senate, I prophesy that you will 
be tired of your position after it has 
been before the country for a few 
weeks. It is no wise thing for a few 
men to overturn the fiscal policy of 
their party. It is still less wise for 
them to hold up the needed revenue of 
their country. The country will jus- 
tify proper opposition from the repub- 
lican party to democratic issues, but it 
will not justify playing mere politics 
with the Delilah that cuts off the dem- 
ocratic Samnson’s hair. This union 
may win, but I believe there is patriot- 
ism enough on the republican side to 
prevent it.” 

Senators Clarke, of Arkansas, and 
Vardaman, of Mississippi, strongly de- 
fended their positions. Senator Varda- 
man declared he wished to do nothing 
to starve ‘the treasury, “but if the 
United States is going tolay the heavy 
hand of taxation on people groaning 
with poverty, it can’t lay it upon my 
people with my consent.” 

Obligations to South. 

Senator Clarke said he believed the 
government should discharge its obli- 
rations, and one of them was to the 
cotton farmers of the south. The mat- 
ter of providing revenue, he said, he 
did not believe was the paramount is- 
sue of the hour, and he was willing to 
remain in Washington until some leg- 
islation for relief for the south could 
be enacted. 

Senator Stone, of Missouri, appealed 
to what he termed the “recalcitrant 
democrats” who, he asserted, had 
agreed in party conference to vote for 
the war revenue Dill, # 

“Tf the recalcitrant democrats,” sald 
Senator Stone, “are going to repudiate 
the action of the democratic conference 
and undertake to defeat a measure 
which they were pledged to support, 
and shall succeed in their effort, we 
shall stay here until something else is 
done to relieve the abnormal and unex- 
pected pressure upon the treasury. 
This democratic house and senate 
would be recreant to its duty if this 
motion should be adopted and we 
should go home whipped bya coterie of 
recalcitrants who would hold the dem- 
ocratic party up to cqntempt and bring 
the democratic administration, glorious 
in achievement, up to this hour, into 
serious embarrassment. Take your 
own course, gentlemen, but an over- 
whelming number of your colleagues 
will stand by their guns and not run 
away and leave the administration, for 
which we are responsible, in an em- 
barrassing predicament.” 

Southern Banker Attacked. 


Senator Pomerene criticised some of 
the democratic senators for referring 
to their effort as one of sectional in- 
terest and asked what the legislatures 
of the cotton states and the banks had 
done to aid them. He read a letter 
from a southern banker to other bank- 
ergs urging them to “absolutely shut 
down on any more loans; now is the 
time for calling in and not putting 
out.”’ 

“To call such a man Shylock ts to 
libel Shylock,” Senator Pomerene de- 
clared. 

An amendment, proposed by Sena- 
tor Poindexter, which would have sub- 
stituted an increased income tax for 
telegraph and telephone 
messages and on freight, was laid on 
the table by a vote of 36 to 16. 

Discussion of the cotton amend- 
ment was resumed when the senate 
convened, Senator Sheppard; of Texas, 
criticising a statement yesterday by 
Senator John Sharp Williams, of Mis- 
sissippi, that senators who proposed 
the amendment were not sincere, but 
merely wanted a record vote and were 
talking for the benefit of their con- 
stituents. 

Senators Bryan, of Florida, and Lip- 
pitt, of Rhode Island, spoke in oppo- 
sition to the amendmént and Senator 
Overman, of North Carolina, made an 
impassioned plea for its adoption. 

“Your nine sister states of the 
south,’”’ he said, “ask no alms. We 
are here asking this great government 
to loan us its credit for a little while, 
that we may take care of our own 
situation. We propose to put no bur- 
den on anyone but the south.

Congressman Park Makes 
_Impress on Washington by 
Impeaching Judge Wright 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, October 17.—€Special.) 
Representative Frank Park, of Geor- 
gia, is a man of courage. No one who 
has known him long or well will deny 
that statement. Next to the quality 
of courage his outstanding character- 
istic is reverence for the law and for 
the profession of the law. 

These things being true, 
not have occasioned the surprise it 
did when he signalized his first term 
in congress by presenting articles of 
impeachment against a federal judge 
of the District of Columbia. But it 
did. He was promptly set down as a 
sensationalist. But he wasn’t and he’s 
been fully vindicated. 

When you first meet Frank Park 
you are impressed by his remarkably 
strong physique and his remarkably 
mild voice. He 
eyes are clear and steel blue. He has 
the nose of a fighting man. ° He was 
a terror to the evil-doers as judge of 
the Albany circuit. He was an in: 
spiration and an example to the coun- 
ty sheriff in every county in which h: 
held court. He had both physical ai: 
moral stamina, and this equipment 
he brought along with him when h: 
came to Washington in 
1913, to succeed S. Anderson Rodden- 
bery in congress. 

One day shortly after he entered 
upon the discharge of his duties as a 
congressman, he arose in the house 
and impeached Daniel Thew Wright, 
an associate justice of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, on 
high crimes and misdemeanors. 

Charges Against Wright. 

Among the offenses charged against 
Justice Wright was acceptance of fa- 
vors from practitioners before his 
court, acting as a lawyer and accept- 
ing @ feewhile onthe bench, carrying 
deadly weapons, wrongfully appro- 
priating other people’s money, with 
various other acts of official mis- 
conduct and with being morally and 
temperamentally unfit for his judicial 
office. 

The presentation of these charges 
grew out of evidence presented to 
Judge Park by Wade H. Cooper, form- 
erly of Moultrie, Ga. and one time 
editor of The Moultrie Observer. The 
latter told of being persecuted by 
Justice Wright. He is a brother of 
L. J. Cooper, a member of the Geor- 
gia legislature from Ware county. 

So.deeply incensed did Judge Park 
become on looking into the charges 
that he decided to call for an investi- 
gation looking to the removal from the 
federal judiciary of a man he believed 
unworthy to discharge the solemn du- 
ties of such an office. 

“If he has done these things he has 
done others just as bad and I am go- 
ing to have him impeached,” declared 
Judge Park after listening to Mr. 
Cooper’s evidence. 

Committee Reports Favorably. 

The resolution of impeachment was 
introduced on March 21 last and re- 
ferred to the house judiciary commit- 
tee, of which Representative Park is 
a member. Three weeks later, or on 
April 10, the committee reported its 
favorable action on the resolution. 
The house directed them to proceed 
with the investigation and present 
articles of impeachment if deemed ad- 
visable. 

Hearings were had and several 
score of witnesses testified to the 
conduct of Justice Wright, many of 
them giving most damaging evidence.

Justice Wright was a member of the 
court which heard the case against 
the officials of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, arising out of the Buck 
Stove and Range company’s applica- 
tion for an injunction to prevent the 
name of their firm being published ‘on 
the “We Don’t Patronize List” of the 
American Federationist. As the result 
of the decree of the court and the 
contempt case resulting from its vio- 
lation, Samuel Gompers, president; 
Frank Morrison, secretary, and John 
Mitchell, a member of the executive 
committee of the federation, were sen- 
tenced to terms in jail by Justice 
Wright. 

All this was not injected into the 
impeachment trial, but the officials 
of organized labor followed with keen 
interest the developments in the case 
and rejoiced at the downfall of Justice 
Wright. 

While the impeachment hearing was 
under way The Trades Unionist, of 
Washington, in its issue of June 26, 
had the following editorial commend- 
ing Judge Park for his part in bring- 
ing about the investigation: 

Praise From Trades Unionisti 

“The subcommittee of the house 
committee on the judiciary, appointed 
to inquire into the conduct of Justice 
Daniel Thew Wright,. has completely 
convinced the pwhblic that its duty is 
to INQUIRE and not to ‘whitewash.’ 

“The subcommittee is at all times 
ably and wisé@ly advised and assisted 
by the counsel and presence of Hon. 
Frank Park, of Georgia, who impeach- 
ed Judge Wright. Judge Park was a 
noted criminal lawyer, clean and fair. 
an honored circuit court judge, and 
he, like the committeemen, is abso- 
lutely fearless and determined to clean 
out all judicial and official graft in 
the local government. This investi- 
gation has proven the most wholesome 
thing for the District of Columbia that 
given many

years.” 
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has been charged, when we tell you 
that the south will soon be prostrate 
beneath an industrial calamity that 
will leave her torn and _e shattered? 
Why, Senators, we are as serious ag 
if we faced the cannon’s mouth. . 

“We face bankruptcy, ruln, starva- 
tion, and when it comes we will not 
bear it alone. Al] the world will suf- 
fer. 

‘But what will you say when de- 
struction and starvation come upon 
us? Then a million colored people and 
poor white, their little all sunk in a 
cotton panic, will be roaming up and 
down the land begging for bread. 
And we will have none to give them.” 

Senator Overman said that if the 
Smith amendment was defeated he 
would press his amendment refunding 
to the cotton states the tax imposed on 
cotton after the civil war. 

“When the southern soldier wended 
hig way home from the stricken field 
of Appomattox,” continued Senator 
Overman, “he found his furrow plowed 
with cannon shot and his fields sown 
with bullets. But with the courage 
that had carried him through (four 
years of bloody conflict, ‘he cast aside 
his musket and started the rusty plow 
that had so long lain idle. He found 
his wife barefooted and his children in 
rags, but with sublime courage he 
fought to raise his cotton. Then came 
the horrors of reconstruction. And on 
the little cotton that he raised you im- 
posed a heavy tax. I have no ecriti- 
Ccism to make, because that was war. 

“But the great Abraham Lincoln saw 
to it that the cotton tax was placed to 
to the credit of each of the cotton 
states in the treasury. It is still there. 
It is our money and your fathers so 
considered it, and at this time of stress 
it would be well to at least give us 
what is our own, that we may deal 
with our own situation.” 

Vardaman Urges Amendment. 

Senator Vardaman, of Mississippi, 
declared the federal government was 
“the only power on earth” that could 
aid the south tn the present crisis. He 
said that proposals to form a “bank- 
ers’ pool’ to help the south might 
“aid a few so-called business men or 
speculators,” whereas the proposal in 
the amendment was “to issue bonds 
and buy cotton from the producer him- 
self—the man who needs the help.” 

Senator White, of Alabama, also sup- 
ported the amendment, arguing that it 
was necessary to avoid “disaster not 
only to the south, but to the whole 
country.” 

The amendment also was vigorously 
supported by Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, who declared that federal aid 
for the stricken south was absolutely 
necessary. 

“If this congress is to observe the 
strict letter of the constitution and let 
the people starve and die, then, we will 
s00n have a new constitution, or a new 
congress,” he declared. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, republican, 
announced that he would vote for the 
amendment. He declared the cotton 
situation was “the only real emer- 
gency that has arisen in the United 
States from the FPuropean war.” 
western states, he pointed out, 
asked and procured federal aid 
irrigation projects in emergencies, and 
he considered this request from the 
south just as meritorious. 


Senator West Opposed Amendment. 

Senator West, of Georgia, spoke 
against the Smith amendment and 
voted against it. 

“I am greatly in sympathy with the 
farmers in their dire distress,” assert- 
ed Senator West. “This great indus- 
try, on account ofthe European coun- 
tries, which annually consume 60 per 
cent of the crop, being involved in 
war, is languishing to an extent not 
known since the civil war. 

“I am fully persuaded that the gov- 
ernment should render to this distress- 
ed and sorely oppressed people such 
aid as can be afforded under the laws 
and constitution of the United States, 
coming within the pale of absolute 
eafety to the government, but I cannot 
give my consent to the passage of the 
pending amendment, for it seems to me 
that it is a clear and palpable in- 
vasion of the reserved rights of the 
sovereign states. What has the gen- 
eral government to do with limiting 
the acreage of cotton planted in the 
south? What right has the United 
States to levy a tax on cotton pro- 
duced over a certain amount, and 
especially when the tax so levied is not 
for the purpose of raising revenue to 
defray the expenses of administrating 
the affairs of the government, but 
levied merely as a penalty? To state 
the proposition argues the question, 
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and it follows as a necessary corollary 
that if the United States have the au- 
thority under their delegated powers 
to impose this tax, not even for the 
purpose of revenue, then the general 
government has the right to exercise 
any and all police powers and levy 
any and all taxes, even to the extent 
of the confiscation of all property 
rights.”

To enable the grand jury to be 
of real service to the county of Ful- 
ton and the city of Atlanta, we 
shall d do invite all of the peo- 
ple wh have knowledge bearing 
upon these questions to lend us 
their aid. If anyone posseses re- 
liable data bearing upon either the 
social evil or police graft, they 
should furnish same to the grand 
jury. If they do not care to pre- 
sent such data in person, any mem- 
ber of the grand jury will be very 
glad to be placed in possession of 
such data. 

If, as a result of any of its study 
of existing conditions, the grand 
jury may be able to. present in 
composite form a diagnosis that 
may be used to ameliorate or im- 
prove conditions, its service will 
have been useful. The public must 
remember that neither the mayor, 
city council northe police depart- 
ment could do either a satisfac- 
tory or a partially satisfactory 
work, without the patriotic and 
constant support of the community. 
Everybody will ultimately pay, di- 
rectly or indirectly, the price of so- 
cial disorder, whatever the cause 
of same may be. 

If the short time left to this 
grand jury will permit and citizens 
who may help will co-operate, we 
will at least present a study of ex- 
isting conditions that we hope may 
prove valuable.

JUDGE SCATHES LESTER 
JOHNSON FOR LIBEL 


Statesboro, Ga., October 17.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—R. Lester Johnson, a_  well- 
known white man changed with libel, 
has entered a plea of guilty in the 
city court. The case was a result of 
Johnson circulating a circular. about 
Judge H. B. Strange on the eve of the 
recent primary in which Judge Strange 
was a candidate for judge of the su- 
perilor court of the middle circuit, and 
which, it is claimed by many, was the 
cause of Judge Strange’s defeat by a 
small margin. Judge Strange being 
the prosecutor, he was disqualified and 
the case was tried by Judge Hill, of 
Svivania’s city court. There were two 
other cases against Johnson, one for 
carrying concealed weapons and one 
for carrying a pistol without a li- 
cense, but upon his plea of guilty in 
the libel case the other two were noll- 
prossed.

Dr. G. Darbyshire. of Iowa, who is 
among the newcomers of the past year, 
has just returned from that state with 
a carload of pure-bred registered sows 
and boars of the Duroc Jersey breed 
that are to form the nucleus of a great 
herd he contemplates raising. There 
are thirty-four hogs in the lot. which 
are the admiration of all who have seen 
them. They will be wintered on the 
J. C. MoCaskill farms. Some of the 
animals are of champion stock. 

Hon. P. 8S. Cummings, of Lela, has 
also some excellent Durocs and is di- 
viding attention on his farms between 
these and full-bred Hereford cattle. He 
has a yearling bull, of local breeding, 
that is said to be the finest animal in 
the southwestern part of the state. 

Senator-elect J. W. Callahan has also 
gone into the hog and cattle business, 
aS against cotton, and has divided his 
farm into pasture lots. His farm is 
in charge of Dr. E. C. Smith, of South 
Carolint, who states that there is more 
money in cattle and hogs than in cot- 
ton at any price.

North Carolina’s Formida- | 
ble Football Machine Lit- 
erally Plows Its Way to a, 


41 to 6 Victory.

North Carolina 41, Georgia 6 

What it takes to possess a regular 
football machine, 
North Carolina seems to have. 

Saturday they steam-rolled over the 
University of Georgia football eleven 
at Grant Field, piling up point after 
point and showing an attack that was 
bewildering, and a defense that was 
well-nigh impregnable. 

The Tar Heels have a “real” foot- 
ball team. There is no getting away 
from that fact. They 
that looks far superior to any foot- 
ball team that has performed in At- 
lanta in the past six or seven years. 

The forwards are heavy, strong, ex- 
perienced and know how to charge. 
Their backs are fleetfooted, can side 
step, stiff arm, dodge and have plen- 
ty of drive when they hammer into 
the line. Their tackling was fierce 
and deadly When they fastened their 
lunch hooks on a Georgia player, he 


stopped. 
Tandy and Taylvoe. 

The work of two men stood head 
and shoulders above that of any man 
on either side. They were Tayloe at 
left halfback and Tandy at center, 
whom we nominate here and now for 
all-southern places at that position. 

Tandy is a wonderfully developed 
man, strong as a bujl and he knows 
football. He opened up yawning holes 
in the Georgia line for his back to 
drive through and on the defensive he 
ploughed through time after time and 
nalled his man. 

His work ts clean-cut, 
right in the middle of 
other men he showed them 
his wonderful work. 

No better back has ever performed 
on a local field than this fellow Tayloe. 
He can sidestep as well as Ilewie 
Hardage everdid. Heisas fleet-footed 
as Kirk Newell, he can stiff-arm like 
Owsley and he can hammer 2 line like 
the latter. 


Tayloe picks( his, openings, keeps his 
feet well and onthe through a space 
as big as a mode, literally hammer- 
ing his way along. He shook off tackler 
after tackler all throughout the game. 

Several times he got away for longs 
gains, dodging, sidestepping and stiff- 
arming and giving local local fans the 
best exhibition of backfield work it 
has ever been their pleasure to wit- 
ness, until even the most partisan sup- 
porter climbed on his hind legs, doffed 
his kelly and gave the fleetfooted back 
his due in applause. 

Paddock and 

Captain Dave Paddock and Left ivnd 
Logan were the stars for Georgia. But 
for the presence of these two men, 
there is no telling how many touch- 
downs the Tar Heels would have made. 

Paddock gained practically every 
time that he took the ball, while Lo- 
gan’s work in tackling and in getting 
down the fleld under punts, was excel- 
lent. 

The entire Georgia team with the ex- 
ception of these two men missed tackle 
after tackle and the fleet Tar Heel 
back would reel off additional ground 
until either Paddock or Logan would 
bring him down. 

Knox did some good work for a first 
‘ear man, hig interference being the 

est of any of the backs. troyles 
ghowed flashes here and there, but was 
not consistent enough. 

Every man in the Carolina line out- 
played his opponent, while Fuller, Reed 
and Parker gave Tayloe splendid as- 
sistance as interferers and in running 
with the ball. 

This same North Carolina eleven is 
going to make it exceedingly interest- 
ing for both Vanderbilt and Virginia, 
and, judging from their showing here, 
Atlanta fans will probably consider 
them the favorites.

Carolina won the toss and elected to 
defend the south goal. Georgia Kicked 
off and in three plays Parker went 
over for a touchdown Winston re- 
turned the kick-off 50 yards, Tayloe 
made 12 around end and Parker side 
stepped his way 30 yards to a 
down.

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CORBETT ROASTS

Neither Battling Levinsky ; 


or Gunner Smith Ranks Up. 
Reich Lacks Only the 
Courage.

New York, October 17.—(Special.)— 
The Gunboat Smith-Levinsky ten-round 
go held in this city last week was 
voted by press and public the most 
tiresome and uninteresting contest that 
has been staged in recent years. Le- 
vinsky is a much-overrated boxer and 
owes a large part of his reputation in 
this city to the skillful manner in 
which he is handled by Danny Mor- 
gan. Morgan has decided 
for boxing 
matches wherein he handles one of the 
principals. 

I saw Levinsky box big Jim Coffey 
last spring and, after what I had been 
told about the Hebrew light heavy- 
weight, expected to see something 
worth while in the way of an exhi- 
bition on his part. That his showing 
was a disappointment I need not add. 

And in the match with the Gunboat 
his sole aim apparently was to stick 
out the specified number of rounds the 
bout was scheduled to go, and he suc- 
ceeded in that admirably. 

He resorted to all the tricks of 
the limited-round-no-decision artist to 
gain his point, and every time Smith 
tried to force the fighting the Battler 
clinched or beat it around the ring. 
Then he would come back with a 
feint or two, clinch without hitting a 
blow, and stall around again, until the 
crowd grew very tired of the whole 
affair and was not a bit backward 
about expressing its opinion of the 
bout. 


Smith No Champlion. 


Many at the ringside thought the 
bout was “framed.” My opinion is that 
Levinsky, who is a master at stalling, 
Was satisfied to stick the ten rounds 
and figured he could not turn that trick 
if he took a chance with the hard-hit- 
ting Smith. On the other hand the 
Gunboat, who can boast of little more 
than a healthy punch, doesn’t know 
enough about the game to make Le- 
vinsky fight. At that the Gunner, with 
all his lack of skill, landed twice as 
many blows as his opponent. But the 
Battler was generally going away and 
the usual effectiveness of the wallops 
was missing. 

On his latest showing, Smith will 
have to learn a lot before he can 
qualify as a genuine champion candi- 
date. At present he would be a sucker 
for even a fast middle-weight, with all 
his strength and punching power. A 
fighter of the old Kid McCoy type 
would tear Smith to pieces in a few 
rounds. Jim Buckley ought to hire 
someone to teach the gunner how to 
box.

“poonch”’ is a mighty good as- 
fight, but of little use to a 
doesn't know how to use it. 
To win boxing matches a man must 
use his brain as well as his brawn. 
In the Gunboat’s case I am not sure 
whether the brain is there or not, but 
I am positive about one thing and that 
is his knowledge of the fine points of 
the game is surprisingly limited con- 
sidering the length of time he has been 
“white hoping.” 

As for Levinsky, his manager prob- 
ably realizes that any chance he has 
at all lies in the heavyweight division 
where the present-day exponents run 
more to avoirdupois than to skill. J be- 


lieve there are several men in the mid- ; 


Class who could make him 
look like an amateur in a match over 
any distance. Mike Gibbons ought to 
easily outpoint him, and, maybe, 
him in less than ten rounds. And Mike 
doesn't welgh over 165, if he scales 
that much, as compared with the Bat- 
tler’s 172. 
Smith v. Langford. 

In Boston next Tuesday night, Gun- 
boat Smith is Zoing to meet Sam Lang- 
ford. Smith's motive in taking on Lang- 
ford. one of the toughest. nuts in the 
ring, according to the popular idea, has 
local fans sort of guessing. Smith, it 
is understood, is working’ on a per- 
centage basis in the Boston match, but 
when a proposition to box Jess Willard 
was recentiyvy put to him, insisted that 
Willard guarantee him $7,500 for a ten- 
round bout.

Smith already had boxed 
men, twenty rounds with big Jess in 
San Francisco, and twelve with 
ford in Boston—and ought to have a 
fairly good line on the two fighters. 

Langford is still a dangerous man 
in the ring His recent bout with Joe 
Jeannette at a local club proved that, 
but he is not by any means the great 
fighter of several years back. Fat has 
robbed Sambo of a great deal of his 
speed and the ability to take advan- 
tage of openings. Time and again in 
the Jeannette match Sam had opportu- 
nities he would have profited by were 
he the great fighter he once was, but 
he simply wasn't there. Jeannette, 
too. slowed up considerably, and. 
in my opinion, Is out of the running 
for the championship. 

The Gunboat earned the verdict over 
Langford the last time they met. At 
the time several critics hinted that 
Sam didn’t try very hard. However, 
there was nothing to indicate that 
everything was not on the level, and 
that Smith did not earn the decision 
fairly. Mavbe next Tuesday’s battle 
will settle the matter of superiority 
beyond dispute. Let us hope so. 

In the meantime, Willard is having 
a hard time getting anyone to meet 
him Frank Moran, the  Pittsbure 
fighter, is due back in the country in 
the very near future. His manager, 
now on the ground, says Frank will 
gladly accommodate the big fellow. If 
Willard bests Moran it will be up to 
Smith to take him on or lose what- 
ever standing he now enjoys with the 
sporting public.

_ Birmingham, Ala., October 17.—(Spe- 
'cial.)—Alabama overwhelmed Georgia 
' Tech this afternoon on Rickwood 
fleld and astonished football followers 
of the south by rolling up a score of 
13 against the Yellow Jackets, while 
holding her own goal line inviolate. 

The victory came as a surprise to 
even the most rabid followers of the 
Crimson, as Tech went into the game a 
5 to 1 favorite. 

The story of the defeat of the Yellow 
Jackets is quickly told. In the first five 
minutes of play, after Tech had twice 
fumbled, the ball was Alabama’s on 
Tech's 40-yard line. Joplin called for 
a forward pass. Morton took the per- 
fect peg through, making 25 yards on 
the play. An instant later the same 
play was repeated, Joplin to Morton, 
and this time the Alabama end stood 
behind the Yellow Jackets’ goal line. 

In the first two minutes of play in 
the fourth quarter, another touchdown 
was added, the forward pass being used 
for the play. With the ball on Tech's 
8-yard line, Joplin elected to try an- 
other forward pass. It was successful, 
Long taking the throw. Vandegraaf 
kicked goal, making a total of 13 points 
for the Crimson. 

Jackets Outplayed. 

Alabama simply played the Geor- 
gians off their feet. Heisman’s crew 
seemed bewildered by the smashing, 
driving attack of the Crimson backs 
and the superb defensive playing of 
the Alabama line.

Little Son, Also Swept Down

The cost of living in the country, 
as a whole, is considerably lower than 
it was a month ago, as shown by aver- 
age figures of food prices compiled by 
leading authorities, with averages about 
5 per cent below a month ago, and about 
the same as this time last year. One 
tendency which is increasing rather 
than diminishing is that of reducing 
salaries and wages, with cuts in pay 
envelopes ordered by several more 
leading railroads and other corpora- 
tions during the past week. 

During the coming week, the hear- 
ings of the interstate commerce com- 
mission regarding the petition of the 
eastern railroads for higher freight 
rates will occupy much of the atten- 
tion of the financial and business com- 
munity of the country. The hearing 
will have much more important pos- 
Sibilities than was the case in the 
hearing last winter and early spring. 
On all sides, the opinion is advanced 
that the petition will be granted, ow- 
ing to the needs of the railroads and 
the good effect which such action is 
expected to have upon the country as 
a whole. There is not much heard any- 
where about concerted opposition to 
the granting of the increases asked 
for, although at the last hearing there 
was decided opposition from some 
quarters. Many expressions of opinion 
regarding the railroad situation start 
and end with the prediction that gen- 
eral railroad bankruptcy, less of divi- 
dends and interest to owners of securi- 
ties, and other evils, will follow the 
refusal of the commission to grant the 
higher rates. While in some quarters 
it is stated that absolute ruin to the 
roads is not an issue and is not proba- 
ble, even where such an extreme view 
is not taken, it is admitted that great 
good may be accomplished by tho 
granting of higher freight rates. 

The present period is the start of 
the time when the demand for freight 
cars is at its highest point of the 
year, with a greater demand than sup- 
ply shown in statistics for October and 
November in many recent years. This 
vear on October 1 there were 131,027 
idle cars in the United States and 
Canada. Further decreases are  e6x- 
pected, but there ig no sign that at 
any time will there be a deficiency of 
cars, while after the normal period 
for grain movement, which comes at 
the end of November, as a rule, a great 
increase in idle cars is expected. Since 
May 1, however, the total idle cars 
has decreased from 241,802 to 181,027, 
as shown by the figures of the Ameri- 
can Railway association, the latter fig- 
ure being the smallest total idle cars 
shown in any report since that of 
March 165 last. 

The Rock Island Case. 


Bondholders of the Rock Island are 
not all in accord with the plan for 
the foreclosure of the $71,353,000 mort- 
Kage on the road’s' property. The 
foreclosure was ordered by the United 
States court last week, but during the 
last two or three days a number of 
holders of collateral bonds of the 
Rock Island have started the forma- 
tion of a committee to contest the 
foreclosure and to carry their action 
to the supreme court of the United 
States if necessary. 

The syndicate which underwrote the 
issue of $40,000,000 New York Cen- 
tral 4% -per cent refunding and im- 
provement bonds in April disposed of 
$32,000,000 of them prior to October 1 
at 95%. The syndicate has been ex- 
tended indefinitely and is now offer- 
ing the. bonds at 89%. Considering 
the poor financing conditions exist- 
ing during the last six months, the 
fact that 80 per cent of the bonds were 
sold at a price to yield less than 5 
per cent is considered satisfactory, 
but even though a little better than 5 
per cent is given the investor in the 
rresent price, it is believed in the 
bond market here that present prices 
and ideas of interest are such that 
the rest of the bonds may not move 
rapidly. Many standard securities can 
be obtained now at prices allowing 
per cent yield, while the ten- 
dency of all lenders seems to be to 
the best possible return just now.

WORST HAS PASSED 


IN BUSINESS TIE-UP 


Optimistic View of the Sit- 
uation— Wheat Exports 
Breaking Record—Cotton 
Exports Increasing Daily. 


New York, October 17.—(Special.)— 
From the Wall Street viewpoint, the 
general business outlook is encourag- 
ing. That does not mean that the fi- 
nancial district is trying to fool itself. 
It ig realized fully that many lines of 
trade are running at low speed. The 
feeling here, however, is that the worst 
has been passed and that from now on 
improvement will be more rapid. 

Comparison with the situation exist- 
ing only a few weeks ago will show 
some surprising results. Only two 
months ago, conporations and individ- 
uals were actually hoarding, and the 
New York banks and trust companies 
were reporting a deficit of no less than 
$48,000,000. Today, despite the growing 
conviction that the European war will 
not be short-lived, panicky conditions 
have entirely disappeared, and our 
banks and trust companies have grad- 
ually wiped out the deficit. 

Only a few weeks ago our foreign 
trade was at an absolute standstill, and 
we were absolutely without any fors 
eign banking connections. It was worse 
than that, for at that time we had no 
idea as to how or when we would re- 
sume business relations with the rest 
of the world. Today, as a result of the 
$100,000,000 gold pool, it is possible to 
do business with any part of the world 
outside of Germany. Today, with the 
price of wheat high, our wheat ex- 
ports are at the highest point on reéc- 
ord. Our weekly exports of cotton 
have gradually increased from 7,000 
bales to nearlv 100,000. 

Buying of Stocks Increasing. 

Only a few weeks ago there was not 
a wheel turning on the stock exchange. 
Today, under the supervision of spe- 
cial commitees, the daily bond trans- 
actions (representing largely purchases 
from the West,) are running at high 
as $2,000,000. Investment buying of 
stocks is also gradually increasing as 
the restrictions are being withdrawn. 

With the beginning of Oetober we 
were still in the dark as to where we6 
stood with London stock marketwise. 
We have known all the time that our 
stock exchange could not open as long 
as London was closed. That, however, 
was all we did know. Today, Sir 
George Paish, financial advisor of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer of Great 
Britain, is in this city working with 
our bankers and stock exchange offi- 
cials to solve the problems still dis- 
turbing the two markets. 

Exactly two and a ‘half months ago 
the Eastern railroads were told by the 
interstate commerce commission that 
they could not increase their freight 
rates, and it was taken for granted 
by everybody that there would be no 
appeal from that decision for two 
years. Next Monday, however, that 
question will again come before the 
commission, and the general feeling is 
that freight rates all over the country 
are going to be increased to offset for- 
eign liquidation of our railway securli- 
ties. As London has already refused 
to transfer stocks in the names of 
German and Austrian investors, our 
market, when it is opened, will have 
to bear the brunt of foreign liquida- 
tion. Many foreign holders of our rail- 
way securities are waiting to sell at 
the first opportunity to raise much- 
needed cash for actual living expenses, 
and others want to sell to get cash to 
invest in their own war loans. An in- 
crease in freight rates at this time 
would do much to minimize that H- 
quidation.

A revision of 
only %-cent a yard was made on some 
lines of branded bleached cottons sold to 
the jobbing trade, A much sharper re- 
vision ts looked for when the time comes 
to make prices for spring, which is ex- 
pected to be some time in the latter part 
of next month. 

Prints and percales are selling very slow- 
ly and large printers are curtailing their 
output drastically. Brown sheetings are 
low and very irregular. Repeat orders on 
fine and fancy cottons are coming in un- 
usually siow for spring. Wide sheetings 
rule firm and cotton blankets are very 
firm. This is explained by the steady de- 
mand for goods of this class for export to 
countries at war. 

Regular export trade is slowly improving 
wherever financial affairs are being read- 
justed abroad.

To create confidence, he states 
further, Humphries told him of a 
series of crimes he had committed in 
which he escaped punishment, citing 
that he had killed James White, son of 
a Southern railway conductor, and was 
cleared trial, that he was also 
clearéd of killing a negro, and that on 
April 4, 1907, he had Killed Homer 
Morse in his store by striking him over 
the head with a stick of wood. 

The Rockmart authorities were noti- 
fied Saturday and the Morse killing 
was investigated, developing that the 
murder occurred exactly as Humphries 
had detailed it. Sheriff Swanson 
brought the stick of wood that the 
storekeeper was killed with to Atlanta 
Saturday.

THE POSITION of the gentleman’s right foot BEFORE 
COMMENCING the Hesitation figure is made by extending the 
right foot to the right about fifteen inches, with the right toe 
barely touching the floor, entire weight of the body on the left 
foot, left heel down. (See figure No. 1.) 


The First Step Is Taken With the Right Foot 


This is accomplished by leaning to the left side until it be 
comes necessary to regain your proper balance by placing the 
ball of the right foot quickly BACK of and beyond the left foot 
(see illustration No. 2), with the full weight on the right foot to 
FIRST COUNT of music. 


As mentioned, THIS DE- 
SCRIPTION IS FOR THE GEN- 
TLEMAN. The lady for her in- 
struction need only change every 
right to LEFT, and every left to 
RIGHT; also changing the word 
BACK to FRONT in the descrip- 
tion of the FIRST STEP, illus- 
trated in Figure No. 2. In other 
words, in Figure No. 2 the lady 
places the ball of the left foot IN 
FRONT of and across the right 
foot in the first step on first 
count of the music, etc. 

After this entire fundamental 
figure is accomplished as de- 
scribed, try it a NEW way: 
With the gentleman swinging 
the right foot across and beyond 
the toe of the left foot. (Lady 
swinging her left foot back of 
and beyond the heel of her right 
foot.) The gentleman always 
moving to his left, and the lady 
always to her right. The other 
steps follow exactly like steps 
Two, Three and Four described 
in the elemental Hesitation 
figure.

BY AN EARTHQUAKE 


John Fleming Wilson Found 
Himself After the San 
Francisco Fire.

his work, gleaned from personal expe- 
rience, than John Fleming Wilson, au- 
thor of the forthcoming Universal 
Film Manufacturing company’s serial.

His plots and 
characters have been evolved from the | 
tangible, the author having carried | 
through a resolution made in early 
youth to adhere only to such incidents | 
as have actually been encountered. His) 
life has been crowded throughout with ' 
a romantic rush of events, coupled with 
a rigid struggle to exist. 

In the back room of one of the dor- 
mitories belonging to an eastern col- 
lege, Wilson, fourteen years ago, de- | 
cided to write his first story. It was 


‘a bright afternoon during the Christ- | 


mas holidays, but for all the sunshine 


‘ outside his musings had taken a most 


pessimistic turn. His family was in ' 
Europe, and he was forced to stay at) 
the lonely school during the vacation. 
Hie had never put pen to paper before 
except to indite a letter home or pain- 
fully scratch on a thesis. It was with 
no expectations of ever becoming an 
author that this first story was penned, 
but merely to choke down a fearful 
feeling of homesickness. 

When the story was finished, he didn't 
know what to do with it. Upton Sin- 
clair lived not far off: he had already 
written a novel. Wilson went to him 
about the story. “It’s rotton, of 
course,” said Sinclair, “better spend 
some time rewriting it and then mail 
it to an editor of a small magazine, 
inclosing stamps.” 

But he didn’t do any such thing. In- 
stead he sat down and said to himself, 
“The story means something to me, and 
I’m going to find out just how bad it 
is.” With that, the story went off to 
The Saturday Evening Post, and young 
Wilson resumed some Jong neglected 
history studies. 

Two days later the story came back. 
There was no printed slip in the en- 
velope, but a very kind note from the 
editor. It was this note that kept him 
from dropping the whole business into 
the fire. Phen the story went to Mun- 
sey’s, and within a day came back an- 
other encouraging note. Then 8. 8. Mc- 
Clure wrote a long and cheerful letter. 
He told Wilson that he had imagina- 
tion. but that he would have to study 
hard to make it carry over. 

Immediately the story was thrown 
over and a new one was started, which 
was finished at a sitting. A week 
later he had a check for $25. 

“Now,” said Wilson to himself, 
am fixed for life. Every Sunday [fll 
write a story, and I'll make $100 a 
month.” 

He didn’t. It was two years before 
he sold a second, and those two years 
taught him a great deal. 

It was at this stage that Wilson ac- 
cepted an invitation to go down to 
Central America. His experiences that 
summer do not belong here. Suffice 
it to say that he finally found him- 
self invalided back to the states on a 
Pacific Mail coffee liner which carried 
him to San Francisco. Thers, after he 
had recuperated, he accepted a posi- 
tion to go to the Columbia river as 
bookkeeper in a large cannery. He | 
went north, and not only worked at 
the books, but tallied fish on the ca- 
reening deck of a launch many a 
night when the wind was blowing a 

gale and the seiners were snugged 
+ pl to the last rag. 

There he scraped up the acquaint- 
ance of one, Captain Maynew, who was 
in turn a sea captain in the summer 
and a ranch owner in the winter. He 
went back to southern California with 
the captain to teach school in the 
small town, where the captain was a 
member of the school committee. 
There, through the long winter, he 
spent many hours daily with his writ- 
ing and study. It was through Cap-, 
tain Mayhew’s influence that he gave 
up his former style of writing about 
things unknown to him, and resolved 
to write from nothing but actual ex-| 
perience. 

When Captain Mayhew went back to! 
sea, Wilson went with him. sey |

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cruised all over the South Pacific. 
With Captain Mayhew’s charts and 
maps and volumes of sailing direc- 
tions, he laid out his work for the 
next few years. When he returned) 
the next season he had as much ma-, 
terial as would fill out a dozen maga-'!

one of the great army of sailors and

For two years following Wilson 
worked daily along the busy wharves, 
or out on the bay of San -Francisco, 
covering for. The Chronicle. He had! 
sold three stories in the east, and with 
money enough saved to last a year, he 
took a small room on the outskirts of | 
the city, and installed a typewriter! 
and some paper. But his stories didn't; 
sell. At the end of the year he had 
learned a great deal, but he was out 
of funds. He went back to work on 
the newspaper. 

Finally, resigning from the news- 
paper for good, Wilson spent his whole 
time in the society of wastrels, ad- 
ventures, looters and thieves that in- 
fest every southern port. He was 
working with one end in view; to see 
what problems these people had failed 
to solve. He took to the sea again. 
going again to the South sea. He; 
saw a very bad hurricane and was) 
able to examine its action and ap-' 
praise the damage. The ship, upon! 
which he was a _ passenger, Was | 
wrecked and he was forced to spend | 
two days in an open boat; a most in-/! 
teresting experience. It was made par-|} 
ticularly profitable to him in that it: 
taught him the inborn bravery and/' 
self-sacrificing spirit of the seaman. 
He never saw a case of cowardice. 
though he often saw men somewhat 
stunned and unable to use good judg- 
ment. 

Back in San Francisco again, he be- 
gan to sell stories regularly. When 
the earthquake and fire were over he 
found himself greatly changed in 
mental habits. Up to that time he 
had looked on most human frailties 
with a tolerant but rather cynical eye. 
He came out of the catastrophe cheer- 
ful outwardly, but inwardly convinced 
that there was nothing in the world 
but the sensual pleasure one might 
snatch. He had died a thousand deaths 
during frightful weeks, and it is true

The material has been finished, and 
% is as soft and pretty as voile. It has 
been cut out, and Mrs. Peterson is now 
embroidering it with pink cotton. The 
dress is out in basque style like our 
mothers wore when they were young, 
and the skirt will have four large ruf- 
fles. There will be trimmings of cot- 
ton torchon lace and collar and girdle 
of pink cotton velvet. Everything will 
be cotton, and all except the thread 
and trimmings will be made in Tift 
county. The dress will be worn at the 
reception on the evening of “Cotton 
day” at the fedaration. 

School Exhibit. 


No less notable will be the house 


built of Tift county pine by the stu-| 


dents of the Second District Agricul- 
tural school and furnished throughout 
by the girle of the domestic science 
department. Only Tift county boys and 
Tift county girls are allowed to work 
on the house and its furnishings. 

The building is being painted white, 
and will soon be turned over to the 
girls for the cotton furnishings. The 
boys have made all the furniture, in- 
cluding bedsteads, chairs, dressers, etc., 
of Tift county pine. The house itself 
is a perfect model. A Tift county girl 
has painted several water colors to 
adorn the walls, and on the shelves of 
the pantry will be a dozen miniature 
jars of Tift county fruits and vege- 
tables. The mattresses, pillows and 
every thread of cloth used in the fur- 
nishings will be of cotton. 

Cotton Day Feature. 


The Thomasville Study class is ar- 
ranging to have an interesting exhibit 
for “cotton day’ at the convention of 
the Women’s Federation of Clubs at 
Albany. ‘This exhibit will be in charge 
of Miss Mary Merrill, who has been 
very active in getting together ar- 
ticles that will be of general interest 
as showing the capabilities of the 
fleecy staple and the many uses to 
which it can be put. 

In connection with this exhibit on 
“cotton day,’ Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, 
president of the federation, says that 
so great is the enthusiasm manifested 
in it that the question is going to be 
where to put all the various things 
that are to be sent, and the present 
indications are that it will resolve 
itself into a mammoth cotton exposi- 
tion. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick has notified the 
committee in charge of exhibits that 
exhibifs be confined to articles that 
will be of special interest and varied 
in their nature. rs. Fitzpatrick is 
anxious that every club in the federa- 
tion, no matter how esmall it may be, 
shall be represented with an exhibit.

as a remedy for it either taxation of rentals 
or repeal of the crop lien laws; the one put- 
ting a tax upon rental income, and the other 
proposing to increase the risk to the point 
where it would become unattractive. 

Three different views of the matter are 
expressed by correspondents whose letters 
are published today. One commends Judge 
Patterson’s proposal to the extent that some 
amelioration of the condition of the tenant 
class should be devised; another holds that 
the enactments. proposed would react inju- 
riously upon the tenants, while, according 
to the supply merchant, his present risk is 
too great and it is a struggle now for him to 
keep out of the bankruptcy courts. 

The important phase of the problem is 
the charge made by Mr. Holleman and Mr. 
Hastings that under the present system the 
tenant is not permitted to make anything 
but cotton, as that is demanded both by the 
landlord and supply merchant who refuse 
land and supplies to those who will not 
enter into agreement to make cotton only. 
It is pointed out that this not only forces 
the tenant to grow cotton to the point of 
overproduction, but constitutes an abridge- 
ment of his liberty and the right to make 
his living at home, whereas he is now com- 
pelled to purchase all’ of his supplies, 
whether from his landlord or elsewhere, at 
high prices which are admittedly made to 
protect against losses due to failure on the 
part of some to meet their obligations. 

It is easy to see wherein this is a two- 
sided question. Enterprise pitted against 
indolence has been one of the strong factors 
in building the system. The indolent ten- 
ant, careless of his obligations, and who 
seeks nothing beyond an existence, is evi- 
dently made the basis of the system; and 
the rules made to fit him are applied to all 
alike. This is, of course, an injustice to 
that large class of industrious and honest 
tenant farmers who are entitled to and 
should be given every encouragement. 

Unquestionably, however, there is some- 
thing wrong about a system that demands 
all cotton from the tenant, not only com- 


~*~ 


pelling him to add to overproduction, but 
to purchase his food supplies at high prices 
instead of making them at home. The effect 
of it would be doubly disastrous in a year 
—1915—-when every grower should not only 
reduce his acreage 50 per cent, but make 
all the home supplies his ground will yield. 

Under present conditions there can be 
little doubt that the land owner will concede 
the necessity for this, and will in most in- 
stances at least urge and even insist upon 
the tenant cutting his cotton acreage and 
devoting the rest of his land to grain, hay 
and foodstuffs. While he is naturally 
anxious for a quick return, there is no ques- 
tion that the average land owner would 
rather have four bales of cotton, worth 12 
cents or more, together with his proportion 
of corn or other supplies, than seven or 
eight bales worth only 6 cents a pound. 

In the meantime, there is a big economic 
question here demanding serious and careful 
thought and consideration. It is undoubt- 
edly possible to devise some plan which will 
bring to the aid of the tenant class that 
degree of independence which they should 
enjoy, without impairment of or injury to 
the other rights and interests involved.

THE HUMAN SIDE OF WAR. 
The armies on both sides in the European 
war are making the intervals between bat- 


tles as pleasant as possible. The Washing- 


ton Post comments on “the quaint spectacle 
of personal entertainment” furnished by the 
Crown Prince of Germany, who, at every 
breathing spell, “finds relaxation from the 
strain of generalship in pheasant hunting on 
nearby estates.’ And during a lull in the 
fighting a German aviator reported that 
British troopers were playing football. The 
Post adds: 

“Such exercise is approved by com- 
manders, as it tends to relieve the ten- 
sion of continuous § fighting. Without 
doubt, if American troops were engaged 
in combat they would organize baseball 
games between battles. During the 
Spanish war several such matches were 
played, and unquestionably served an 
admirable purpose in Keeping up the 
spirits of the men and distracting their 
minds from the grim work ahead of 
them.” 

There is another phase of the war that is 


worthy of note, and that is the consdera- 
tion shown for the feelings of prisoners— 
the kindness of the enemy to the captured. 
Thus, in one instance, when the populace 
would have subjected prisoners who were 
marched through the streets to taunts and 
insults, there was a stern rebuke from the 
commander in charge, and this having no 
restraining effect on the jeering crowd, a 
number were arrested. 

It is good to contemplate this human 
side of war and to believe that for all the 
rage and wreck of it, the men who are doing 
the fighting are brothers at heart. 


THE “SNIPERS” OF THE SEA. 


Is England’s proud and all-powerful navy 
to become the prey of the “snipers” of the 
sea? . Already she has lost six of her val- 
nable cruisers, together with the majorities 
of their crews, through the work of the 
stealthy German submarine, which has crept 
up and smashed them with powerfully ex- 
plosive topedoes, striking below the water 
line. 

There has been no great sea fight as yet, 
although predictions of such an eventuality 
are plentiful. Germany has kept her navy 
close to harbor, protected by land batteries, 
mines, torpedo nets and every known device; 
so thoroughly protected that it is impossible 
for hostile war vessels to get within double 
As if conscious of England’s 


edly is, Germany has kept her own navy out 
of the way. content apparently to let Eng- 
land continue to enjoy for the present her 
famed title of “Mistress of the Seas.” 

But are not Germany’s naval plans be- 
ginning to develop in the work of these 


sniping submarines? It would appear that it 


is Germany’s purpose to attempt, if possible, 


or at least to put the two navies on an equal 
footing before risking an open sea battle, 
which, with England’s present advantage, 
would undoubtedly be disastrous to the Ger- 
man fleet. 

Can Germany hope thus to pick off 
enough of the English warships now patroll- 
ing the North sea to give her the opportu- 
nity she so much desires? That this is her 
aim there is every indication. England’s 
patrolling of the North sea is what has kept 
the waters open to commerce. Is there a 
possibility that this sharpshooter, this 
sniper of the sea, will be able to upset tra- 
dition and strike terror to the heart of the 
merchantman? 

It is difficult to credit it, and yet it 
would seem that such is a part of Germany’s 
war plans. Certainly there has been demon- 
strated the effectiveness of the submarine in 
naval warfare; the question for the future is 
how far will it impair the value of the bat- 
tleship, the dreadnaught and the super- 
dreadnaught capable of destroying entire 
fleets, yet almost powerless against the 
surreptitious attacks of this sniper of the 
seas. 


REAL DISTRESSED COTTON. 


While there is no question as to the im- 
portance of ‘cotton acreage reduction in 1915, 
and the devising of some method by which 
it can be satisfactorily brought about, it 
is the situation right now that demands 
some measure of adequate and speedy relief 
as is strongly evidenced by advertisements 
of this sort which are appearing in the 
county papers: 


Georgia, Thomas county: Will be 
sold at the courthouse door in said 
county on the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber, 1914, within the legal hours of 
sale, to the highest bidder, for cash, 
the following property, to-wit: Three 
bales of lint cotton, short. staple, in 
merchantable bales, being numbers 
1516, 1598 and 1684 now stored in the 
cotton warehouse at Coolidge. 


The advertisement goes on to state that 
this cotton has been levied upon under a 
“distress” warrant issued against the owner. 
Accompanying this advertisement clipped 
from a Thomas county paper was the fol- 
lowing communication: 


Editor Constitution: This is but a 


straw that indicates the direction of 
the wind. These distress sales of cot- 
ton by the sheriff will rival in number 
the falling autumn leaves as the days 
go by. <All promises of federal aid 
having failed, threats of taxation next 
year will not stop sheriff's sales this 
year. ROYALL J. MILLER, M. D. 
Thomasville, Ga., October 12. 


This illustrates more forcibly than any- 
thing else the necessity of providing some 
measure of relief NOW. Without depre- 
ciating for a moment the importance and 
value of acreage reduction, all our talk about 
it is not going to help the situation, as this 
farmer, now in the pinch of bankruptcy, 
finds it. 

It is the quick relief that is essential to 
save the small producer and maintain him 
in position where he can continue to produce. 
There is but one agency which has the 


done it. Congress could have made quick 
provision, well within the margin of safety, 
to take care of every bale of cotton that is in 
danger of the auctioneer’s block. 

We have renewed hope, however, in the 
plans for the bankers’ cotton loan fund. It 
cannot be raised and put to work too quickly.

Some Interesting Sidelights 
On So-Called Cotton Oligarchy 


Editor Constitution: I notice the ecard of 
T. E. Patterson suggesting the outlawing of 
crop liens, and the imposing of taxes on 
landlords as a means of removing the ill 
effects of the “cotton oligarchy,” which we 
all admit is in our midst, and which has 
been so strongly indicted by Mr. Holleman 


and Mr. Hastings. 

I believe the suggestions of Mr. 
son, however well intended, if carried 
will react on the tenant and hurt him, 
hence not improve the situation. 

I stick to the assertions I made in my 
card to you which was published October 34, 
along with the card of Mr. Hastings, that 
the only wavy to relieve the entire situation 
is through a tax on the number of acres 
planted to cotton per plow. 

Since writing that card I have 
letters of approval of the plan from all over 
the southern states, and I have not yet found 
a real practical man who does not admit that 
this plan will absolutely solve the problem. 

Before writing that card I had taken up 
the matter with members=of the United 
States senate and house of representatives, 
and have found out that we can expect no 
help there, for the reason that many sections 
of the United States want to buy our cotton 
cheap and other sections want to sell us 
meats and food crops, and this plan would 
make the south independent and enable us 
to not only get a fair price for our cotton 
at all times, but would force us to make suf- 
ficient crops of food, grain and live stock. 

Here is this plan in short: To impose a 
tax of 25 cents per acre on every acre planted 
to cotton in the southern states up to and 
including eight acres to the plow, the same 
not to exceed more than one-third of the 
well-cultivated land tilled by said plow, and 
to make this tax at the rate of $10 per acre 
on each acre above said eight acres or abdove 
one-third of the well-cultivated land tilled 
by each plow. Or we could relieve the man 
who confined his acreage planted to cotton 
to eight acres to the plow ‘entirely by mak- 
ing the law to read this way: That there 
shall be placed on every acre planted to 
cotton in the southern states, beginning with 
the vear 1915, a tax of $10 per acre, but that 
any ‘land owner may be relieved of this tax 
where an affidavit is made by himself or 
tenant, and its truthfulness verified by the 
tax collector of the county, that not more 
than .eight acres, nor more than one-third 
of the well-cultivate® land tilled on said 
farm to the plow, is planted to cotton dur- 
ing said year. 

It is of little consequence whether we 
have the tax made 25 cents per acre on the 
first eight acres or exempt it entirely; the 
thing that will do the necessary work will 
he the tax of $10 per acre on the excess 
acreage above eight acres or above one-third 
of the total well-cultivated area tilled by 
each plow. This law would force every 
farmer to plant at least two-thirds of his 
area that is well cultivated in crops other 
than cotton, and even where one plants more 
than twenty-four acres to the plow, he still 
could not plant more than eight acres of it 
to cotton. 

This would control the amount of cotton 
raised each year and the supply of cotton 
raised would be regulated by the demand 
for it. for no farmer could afford to raise 
eotton and pay a tax of $10 per acre on 
excess acreage above one-third of his land 
in cultivation nor above eight acres to the 
plow, unless the price rose to an abnormal 
hasis where it would pay to work a penalized 
acreage in addition to the free acre ge. 

This tax should be agatnst 
owner, and collected through 
channels of taxation or some special official, 
but preferably by the county tax collec- 
tors. 

The amount that would be realized from 
this tax after the cost of administering 
same. could be paid to the school fund of the 
state or to the road funds of the sections 
from which collected, or partly distributed 
to both. 

If a tax

like this were made in each of 
the leading nine cotton growing states, all 
of our ills from overproduction of cotton 
and insufficient production of other necessary 
food crops, etc., would be remedied in less 
than twelve months, and the present chaotic 
financial conditions ereated by the low 
prices for cotton now prevailing, as well as 
the fact that there is practically no market 
for it. would be immediately relieved as to 
the remaining portion of the crop, for that 
now held in Georgia would at once be 
worth at least $40,000,000 more than it is 


| 


| today, for there would be some certainty 


that there would be no overproduction next 
year. 

I appeal to all of the leading papers in 
the cotton growing states, as well as to indi- 
viduals in general to write and wire and 
brine such pressure to bear upon the gov- 
ernors of the cotton growing states imme- 
diately that they will be forced by public 
sentiment to call extra sessions of the state 
legislatures for the sole purpose of passing 
a law to thus tax the acreage planted to 
cotton, for that is oUr remedy and our only 
remedy. Politicians can deliver orations 
and give us blasts of hot air, and farmers 
and associations of business men can hold 
conventions and pass resolutions, and even 
get pledges and contracts and signed agree- 
ments to reduce the acreage planted to cot- 
ton, but they are not worth the paper they 
are written on; they will be violated like 
Germany violated the neutrality of little in- 
nocent Belgium. What we want is a law 
taxing the acreage planted to cotton above 
eight acres to the plow as before explained, 
for that, and only that, will remedy our 
evils.

@ereat that records show us that from 90 
to 95 per cent of those who engage in this 
line fail. If there is such a large profit made 
by the supply merchant, why do they fail?

JOE HILL HALL PRAISES 
SLATON FOR FIRM STAND. 


Editor Constitution: I was Very much 
interested, although surprised, at the con- 
tents of Hon. E. H. Callaway’s communica- 
tion, published in your issue of today, in 
which he expresses the opinion that Gov- 
ernor Slaton should call the legislature tn 
extra session for the purpose of enacting 
laws looking to the restriction of the acre- 
age to be planted in cotton next year. Judge 
Callaway admits, of course, that this can- 
not be accomplished by taxation on the part 
of the general assembly. His argument is 
that the general assemDly has the power by 
direct legislation to prohibit the planting 
or cultivation of cotton in this state. 

Judge Callaway is a lawyer for whose 
position I have a very high regard, and am 
therefore much surprised at his opinion in 
this matter. Some of the laws he cites in 
support of his position have no application. 
One or two of them are of doubtful consti- 
tutionality. The gist of his argument is 
that should the legislature act, the courts 
would sustain the law; that is, that they 
would hold that it was within the power 
of the legislature to enact laws of this 
character. I do not think that this state- 
ment is sound. 

Where Doubt Exists. 

The question presented to the general 
assembly when legislation of this character 
is proposed is not whether the courts would 
hold it constitutional, but whether it ts 
within the power of the general assembly 
to enact it. The rule of construing the 
powers of the legislature to enact legisla- 
tion and the courts to set ft aside on ac- 
count of being in violation of the constitu- 
tion are not the same. 

“A doubt of the ‘constitutionalfty of 
any proposed iegislative enactment 
should in any case be reason sufficient 
for refusing to adopt it.” (Cooley's 
Con. Limitations, page 109.) 

When legislation is enacted and the 
courts called upon to construe it, the rule 
is reversed for the reason that the courts 
must give effect to the right of the legisila- 
ture to legislate within the constitution, and 
every doubt must be resolved in favor of 
the legislation, and against the power of 
the court to declare it void. 

The right of the legislature to declare 
in what manner and to what extent a man 
may use his private property is a very deli- 
cate one, and should not be exercised by it 
in the enactment of the law controlling it 
where there is the slightest doubt of its 
right to act. 

Everyone must concede that the exercise 
of this proposed power on the part of the 
legislature would be _ revolutionary. No 
precedent by a legislation of this character 
can be cited, except the law referred to by 
Judge Callaway in his letter, which he con- 
cedes as having been a war measure, there- 
fore a law enacted in the midst of a revolu- 
eae could be said of the conditions 
which demanded this legislation existing at 
the time it was enacted, but no one would 
contend that the conditions are now the 
same, and, therefore, this act of the legisla- 
ture could hardly be cited as a precedent for 
the legislation now demanded. 


Inalienable Rights. 


There are certain inalienable rights that 
are before and higher than any constitu- 
tional sanction, and one of these is the right 
to property and possessing and protecting 
property and its use and enjoyment within 
legal bounds. 

The adoption of the constitution on the 
part of the people and the _  Ilimitations 
placed upon the departments of government 
by the constitution are for the purpose of 
protecting the people in these rights. 

Judge Callaway says that before any act 
of the legislature can be held unconstitu- 
tional by the courts, that the particular sec- 
tion of the constitution must be cited and 
the violation of it pointed out by the legis- 
lature in the enactment of the law before 
it can be held unconstitutional. 

This proposition is true when the courts 
are called upon to declare an act of the 
legislature unconstitutional because it is in 
violation of some express provision of the 
constitution, but, as I above pointed out, the 
reversal of the rule applies to the legisla- 
ture in the enactment of laws. 

I think Judge Callaway will concede that 
legislation of this character would be at 
least of doubtful constitutionality, and, if 
so, then the legislature cannot enact it. 

Judge Callaway states that no section of 
the constitution can be shown which pra- 
hibits the legislature from enacting this 
law. I think that the enactment of this 
law would be in violation of the preamble 
of the constitution, which by its language 
recognizes in the people this right of prop- 
erty and declares that the constitution is 
ordained for the purpose of protecting this 
right. 

Language of Preamble. 

The language of the preamble Is: 

“To perpetuate the principles of free 
government, insure justice to all, pre- 
serve peace, promote the interest and 
happiness of the citizen, and transmit 
to posterity the enjoyment of liberty, 
we, the people of Georgia, relying upon 
the protection and guidance of Almighty 
God, do ordain and establisn this con- 
stitution.” 

Paragraph 2 
constitution is: 

“Protection to person and property 

is the paramount duty of government, 

and shall be impartial and complete.” 

Paragraph 3 of the same article and sea 
tion is: 

“No person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, except by due 
process of law.” 

It is further declared that private. prop- 
erty shall not be taken or demanded for 
public purposes without just and adequate 
compensation being paid. 

It strikes me that the legislation of 
the character proposed would be in viola- 
tion of the above and foregoing provisions 
of the constitution. It certainly, in view 
of these provisions, is doubtful if the legis- 
a has the power to enact this legisla- 
tion. 

I think that the wise, conservative and 
firm action of Governor Slaton in refusing 
to call the legislature in extra session for 
the purpose of enacting legislation of this 
character should be commended by every 
true man. No one can foresee to what re- 
sults legislation of this oharacter might 
lead, and in view of the strong demand 
coming from certain quarters upon the gov- 
ernor to convene the legislature for this 
purpose, his firm stand for what he con- 
ceives to be the principles of right should 
commend him to the people of this state.

“Editor Constitution: I am 
Producer, and having been 
hard by the recent low price 
ton, I have naturally studied 
ton situation very closely, and the 
only relief that | can see is to reduce 
the acreage in cotton.

“Make it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son or persons tilling land in the cot- 
ton belt to plant more than one-third 
of the land in actual cultivation in cot- 
ton. If, through ignorance, or other- 
wise, he or she should plant more than 
one-third of landin actual cultivation, 
for that year, in cotton, put a tax of 
$30 per acre or fractional part of an 
acre on all land planted in excesg of 
the one-third stipulated. 

“This is the simplest and most accu; 
rate way of scheduling and regulating 
the production of cotton.~For the rea- 

the cotton stalks must stand at 

ten out of every twelve months 
to show that he or she must have two 
other leld orops to every 
one acre in cotton. In cas@ any con- 
tention arose as to the division of acre- 
age On the part of any person or per- 
sons, the actual acre will be there for 
measurement, and you do not have to 
take one another's word for anything. 
If, from actual measurement, ig it found 
to be more than one-third, put a tax of 
$30, per acre on all over the required 
amount planted in cotton, and I will 
guarantee that it will regulate the cot- 
ton acreage. We will have a mora sci- 
entific system of farming by the farm- 
ers of this country; we would raise a 
greater amount of the home and farm 
supplies which we now buy from other 
sections. 

“I firmly believe that if such 
was enacted we would get 12% cents 
for this year’s ‘cotton crop. In three 
years we would be selling all the cot- 
ton we could make w&der this system 
at from 25 to 30 cents per pound, and 
have all the home and farm supplies 
that we would need and a surplus to 
sell. By so doing, we cotton pro- 
ducers will be in shape to get on a 
cash basis and make more money and 
in the course of a few years our land 
would double or treble in value.

“Editor Constitution: Much has 
been Baid pro and con of thé cotton 
situation, and I beg to offer a few 
Suggestions, as follows:

TAKE CARE OF 
SMALL PURCHASES. 

J. R. Taylor, of Louisville, Ky., sug- 
gests that if responsible houses would 
let it be known that they will store 
purchases of small lote of bales the 
market could be quickened. His letter 
SAYS: 

“Editor Constitution: In every city 
and community outside of the cotton 
states there are people with money who 
are willing to invest it, provided they 
can do so with safety and with a rea- 
sonable assurance that it will yield a 
fair profit. At this time and for the 


next few months cotton can be bought | 


at a price that will show a handsome 
profit if held until there is a change in 
conditions. In most cases the funds 
of these people are idle or in_banks 
drawing a low rate of interest. If they 
are asgured that they can invest it in 
cotton with safety they will no doubt 
do so when there is a reasonable pros- 
pect for a fair profit. 

“If one reliable cotton firm in each 
of the large towns of the south will ad- 
vertise in the daily papers of the coun- 
try that they are in posttion to pur- 
chase cotton in lots of five, ten or 
twenty-five or more bales, and that 
they will see that it is properly stored 
and insured and that the investor will 
be made absolutely safe from the loss 
of property, it will bring a large vol- 
ume of money into the south that is 
now idle in the banks. Possibly, the 
firm doing this would be forced to cre- 
ate a special department to look after 
this branch of the bue#iness, as it is dif- 
ferent from anything now being done, 
but it would no doube pay them to go 
to the extra trouble. 

“At this time cotton can be bought 
very much below the cost of produc- 
tion, and if bougwht now and held it 
will eventually show a nice profit. In 
years past the depression in price has 
been of short duration. In 1904 the 
contract price in New York went as low 
as 6.35. In less than twelve months the 
price advanced to 12.46. In 1908 the 
contract price went to 8% cents, but 
advanced to 16.40 within fifteen months 
and later sold as high as 20 cents. In 
December, 1911, the price went to 8.76, 
and only a few months later it ad- 
vanced to 13.76. History will repeat 
itself, and the price of cotton may rea- 
sonably be expected to advance from 
the present low figure within a few 
months and the advance will no doubt 
be rapid when it once starts up. _ It 
looks like the small investor can feel 
assured of a good profit, provided the 
investment is made with the determina- 
tion to hold the cotton unt!l normal 
conditions are restored. . 

“The vield from the present crop 
may not be as large as estimated. No 
doubt a large quantity will go to waste 
in the fields, because at present prices 
there is no profit to the farmer after 
the expense of harvesting. The war 
might end suddenly, which would have 
a very bullish effect on prices. It is 
reasonably certain that next year's 
acreage will show a reduction when 
compared to the amount planted this 
year. It is also reasonably certain that

All these things are 
in favor of the man who invests in cot- 
ton at present prices. 

“People with money realize that now 
is a good time to buy cotton, but no- 
body, as far as I know, has published 
the fact that they are in position to 
take care of small purchases. If re- 
sponsible parties will come to the front 
and offer their facilities, explaining to 
the investing world the details In con- 
nection with such an investment, it will 
not only pay these parties, but it will 
present a means of investing money 
now idle, distributing it where it its 
very much needed, and at the same time 
it will show a wonderful pro§t to the 
party making the investment.

“If I were a farmer and could not 
afford to keep the cotton seed till they 
went up to a normal price, I would ap- 
ply them to my winter grain c#ops, and 
not sell at the present prices.’ 

“The writer knows rofessor De- 
does not believe he inten- 
tionally made statements that are not 
borne out by facts, nor give the farm- 
ers of Georgia advice which will ‘cost 
them yo erable money to follow. 

“His statements as to the oil content 
of cotton seed, while correct, is mis- 
leading. He advises that each ton of 
seed has 47 gallons of oil in them, and 
will average more, while chemical] 
analysis shows some to run as high 
as 50 gallons. All analytical reports 
show the total gallons of oil. That is, 
if the mills were able to get every 
pound of the oil out of a ton of seed It 
would be so to get that many 
gallons. ut mills do not get all the 
oll from a ton of seed. The fat left 
in the meal, shown on analysis, is oil 
which the mill was unable to extract 
from the seed. There is a percentage 
of fat in the hulls also, which it is a 
Physical impossibility to remove in the 
process of manufacturing. The produc- 
tion of oil per ton of seed will aver- 
age about 40 gallons, and in the west- 
ern states this production is further 
reduced. 

“The average production of meal per 
ton of seed crushed by the mills for 
the past four years (I quote statistics 
on file in my office) east of the Missis- 
sippi fiver is 887.47 pounds available. 
Some of this is lost tn shrinkage, dirt, 
etce., 80 that the average number of 
actual pounds will not exceed 860. The

At present prices of products, mea]

“There are 70 pounds of ammonta tn 
933 1-3 pounds of 7 1-2 per cent meal, 
hence it wil? be an even trade with 
the farmer, on basis of $16 seed, to 
take them to the mill and exchange for 
that amout of meal, for it is a known 
fact, which Mr. DeLoach states, the 
oil in the seed has no fettilizing value. 
In addition to this, the farmer will get 
his meal in convenient packages for 
handling, and nine bags for which the 
mill will give him cash on returning 
to the mill. We Know of no_ mill 
which will not give the farmer in ex- 
change for his seed a much larger 
amount of meal than contains the 
equivalent of ammonia or fertilizer 
value; in fact, the rule is to give 1,400 
to 1,700 pounds of 7 1-2 per cent mea 
for a ton of seed. 

“We advise the farmers to exchange 
seed for meal, if he does not need the 
cash. We advise against holding seed, 
for seed deterioates in storage and is 
very likely to heat, which reduces their’

Jackson’s Georgia Trail 


One of the live subjects in D. A. R. 
circles just now is “Jackson's Trail,” 
the route General Andrew Jackson took 
through Georgia with his small army 
on his way to fight the Seminole In- 
dians in Florida in 1818. 

The importance of locating this trail 
is two-fold: First, the national D. A. R 
movement to build a coast-to-coast old 
trail road or boulevard over which au- 
tomobiles ma encircle the United 
States over historic stage roads and 
trails, has revived interest in all old 
trails and roads, and set many to ex- 
amining their records for the history 
of the old roads in their county. Sec- 
ond, it is important as a means of lo- 
cating historic spots, camping places, 
villages, forts, etc., all of which the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
hope some day to mark. 

Mrs. J. S. Lowrey, state historian, 
has given several years to the search- 
in of histories and old records for 
definite information of Jackson's Trail. 
We publish below several facts and 
dates compiled by her and will follow 
this next week with the itinerary of 
General Jackson’s march from Harlt- 
ford, Ga., into Florida: 

Extracts From Letters. 

Extracts from letters written by Gen- 
eral Andrew Jackson to the secretary 
of war. State papers—military affairs. 

“Nashville, January 20, 1818.—I will 
leave this on the 22d _ instant for 
Fort Scott, via Ft. Hawkins.” ... 

“Rt. Hawkins, February 10, 1818.— 
I reached this place last evening, when 
I learned, by sundry communications 
received from Brevet Major General 
Gaines, that the Georgia militia, under 
General Glasscock, had _ all returned 
home, leaving the frontier in a very 
exposed situation’... 

“Hartford, Ga., February 14, 1818.—lI 
arrived at this place on the evening of 
the 12th, and here met with General! 
DOsmes.. «© -¢ 

“Ft. Early, February 26, 1818.—The 
Georgia detachment marched from their 
encampment, near Hartford, on the 19th 
‘meeenmt. « « « 

“The excessive rains have 
the roads so bad that I ordered the 
troops, on their march here, to take 
their baggage on the wagon horses, 
and abandon: the wagons; this facili- 
tated their march to this place, which 
they reached today; and eleven hundred 
men are now here without a barrel of 
flour or bushel of corn.” .. . = 

“Rt Gadsden, March 25, 1818.—At { 
o’cloek p. m. on the 9th instant, I 
reached Fort Scott, with the brigade 
of Georgia militia nine hundred bay- 
onets strong, and some of the friendly 
Creeks who had joined me on my 
march a few days before. . 

‘T assumed the command on 
morning of the 10th, ordered the live 
stock slaughtered and issued to the 
troops with one quart of corn to each 
man, and the line of march to be taken 
up at 12 meridian. Having to cross 
the Flint river, which was very high,

Historic Work.

Our first grades have been initiated 
into the strange, beautiful land of 
Mother Goose. They have dramatized 
the wonderful stories, and each small 
girl looks forward eagerly to the glad 
moment when she will be the leading 
lady in “Little Miss Muffet.” and the 
highest ambition of the tiny boys 
to play the part of the big spider that 
frightened Miss Muffet, or Jack Hor- 
ner, whose greatness dated from the 
moment that he discovered a plum in 
the Christmas ple. 

We have four afternoon classes, and 
the records show that these children 
have forged ahead of the morning 
classes. There are reasons for this. 


While every pupil must take his turn! 


to the afternoon classes in 
division, the children 
allowed to volunteer, but only 
behaved pupils were accepted. 
means that every child in the afternoon 
sessions is attentive, studious and punc- 
tual. Such conditions easily promote 
the very best work on the part of the 
teachers, and it is small wonder that 
these children, who come at noon and 
study until 4, are getting the very 
finest raining. 

Then .again, the afternoon classes 
have fewer children. While forty-five 
pupils to the room is a great step for- 
ward, it is by no means ideal.

Atianta merchants—wholesalers and 
jobbers—feel much encouraged over 
the prospects of an early improvement 
in business just as soon as the big 
fund of $150,000,000 is available for 
loans in the south. It is thought this 
will be ready for use about the first 
of November. 

“It certainly ought to have the ef- 
fect of loosening up i considerable 
money,” said FE. L. Adams, Saturday, 
president of the Atlanta Credit asso- 
ciation. “Many of the merchants in 
smaller towns who have taken cotton 
on account, but who have not been 
able to borrow on it, will certainly 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
make loans of 6 cents a pound on it, 
and that, in turn, will help the whole- 
saler and jobber. The farmer himself, 
who is still holéing his cotton, can 
also make loans at very reasonable 
rates of interest, and we believe that 
he will do se, and thus put consid- 
erable money in circulation. 

“As a matter of fact,” continued Mr. 
Adams, “no longer should the people 
of this country, particularly we of 
the south, set down and wait for this 
three or four years—and we had just 
as well get ourselves adjusted, finan- 
clally, and get down to good business 
again—and the sooner the better.”

TRADE NOTES 


Picked Here and There 


Richard W. Sears, founder of Sears- 
Roebuck & Co., of Chicago, who died 
recently at his summer home near 
Waukesha, Wis., left a fortune esti- 
mated at $25,000,000. tI was learned. 
Mr. Sears, according to business 
associates was the originator of the 
mail order enterprise. He began his 
business career in 1884, while working 
as a railroad telegraph operator, mak- 
ing a purchase of a dozen. watches. 
He was then 21 years old and retired 
at the age of 45. He was 51 years 
old at his death. 


Mmployes of the three silk mfils op- 
erated in Altoona, Pa., by Schwartzen- 
bach, Huber & Co., have had thelr 
time increased nine hours a week. 
There are about 1,100 operatives af- 
fected and they will now work 54 hours 
a week instead of 45 hours. Improve- 
ment in the silk trade justifies increas- 
ing the output of the mills.

DUES HT PAY 10 SELL 
AT LESS THAN COST? 


Remarkable Experience of a 
Retail Grocer With War 
Prices. 


When ought the grocer to advance 
his price on a commodity; when the 
market goes up or only when he is 
forced in replenishing to pay more for 
his own steck? ere ts a retail grocer 
in Erie, Pa., who thinks that the mar- 
gin of profit ought to govern, with- 
out reference to market quotations. 
In a letter to a Philedelphia trade pa- 
per he says: 

“Our competitors call us crazy, Dut 
our patrons think differently of us. 
This whole thing is simply a matter 
of opinion. If I buy an article to sell 
at 10 cents and [I had the last in the 
country and the wholesale price went 
to a dollar, I would gel! at 10 cents, as 
intended, until my stock was gone, Just 
simply a matter of opinion, you see. I 
would never condemn a man who does 
differently. 

‘Three or fowr days before the rise 
in flour started I had on hand and in 
storage 190 barrels of flour. When 
fiour started to advance we ag | to 
the old prices; we were selling flour 
at the rate of $6 per barrel when the 
wholesale price was. $6.80. We sold 
our entire stock at the same old price 
until every sack wads gone. Now we 
buy a week's supply at a time. [If 
flour was suddenly to go back to where 
it was we would be out practically 
nothing. Our stock moved out so rap- 
idly that our money was turned sev- 
eral times, where otherwise it would 
have been turned but once. 

“The same thing happened with 
eugar. We found ourselves with about 
three tons of sugar with prices rang- 
ing from $4.40 to $7 pee hufidredweight. 
Not wishing to be the highest and not 
caring to be losers one way or another 
we advertised su at 6 cents a pound 
when the wholesale price was $7.40 
per hundredweight. e Timited the 


amount given to each purchaser to five. 


pounds. It took us just two and one-~ 
alf hours to sell our entire stock, 
“This might be poor business, but 
we think i good. en other fellows 
complain about no Dusiness we find 
business hours far too short to do our 
day’s work in.”

Meanwhile Napoleon had forsaken 
the camp of his army at Boulogne and 
forgwotten his projected invasion of 
England in his attention to his multi- 
tude of duties as stage director, cos- 
tumer, carpenter and property man of 
the great burlesque which he was 
busily preparing ‘Tis a pity, but it 
must be said in frankness that his 
scenario was wholly devoid of inven- 
tion and that his stage business was 
altogether old and hackneyed. 
Prudent nature imposed sharp limi- 
tations on this giant to save the world 
from his thrall For in showering 
her gifts upon him she withheld two 
qualities which, omitted, bound the 
voyage of his wonderful life in shal- 
lows and miseries. He lacked origi- 
nality and he had no real sense of 
humor. Had he been original, he 
would have planned hig coronation in 
keeping with the revolution and the re- 
public, whose creature he was, and 
made it imposing by its simplicity. Had 
he been endowed with a wholesome 
sense of humor, he would not have dis- 
closed his parvenu by vainly 
striving to hide his democratic origin 
in a wrapping of tinsel and by aping

A GRAND MASQUERADE. - 

Anxious to disguise all his associates 
as well as himself, he suddenly made 
over his brothers, Joseph and Louis, 
their wives, Julie, Clary and Hortense 
Beauharnais, and his own sisters into 
princes and princesses. He tricked out 
uncle Fesch, now cardinal, as Grand 
Almoner, and arrayed eighteen gener- 
als, all good republican products, in the 
trappings of marshals of the empire, 
while his two colleagues in the consu- 
late, Cambaceres and LeBrun, became 
arch chancellor and arch treasurer, and 
Talleyrand grand chancellor. 

He commanded Berthier to exchange 
the proud rank of general, won on the 
field of battle, for the absurdity of 
grand master of the hounds, and he 
concealed Duroc, a name gloriously en- 
twined with victory, beneath the desig- 
nation of grand marshal of the palace, 
while Caulaincourt, able statesman, be- 
came the imperial hostler, or master of 
the horse. As he saw these sons of the 
revolution parading about in their im- 
perial livery, he laughed im hig sleeve: 
“All I have to do is to put a little gold 
braid on my virtuous republicans and 
instantly they become whatever I 
please to make them.” 

Men who but yesterday would have 
bent their necks to the guillotine rather 
than bend their Knees to a monarch 
were as supple ‘in their hinges as if 
their lives had been passed in loafing 
about a throne. Napoleon oscillated be- 
tween admiration and contempt for his 
fawning courtiers, but when he chaffed 
Fouche for having been one of the men 
who sent King Louis XVI. to his death 
he received from the regicide a keener 
thrust: “Yes, sire; that was the first 
service I had the happiness of render- 
ing.” 

Napoleon's cynicism was touched, too, 
by the readiness of the haughty mem- 
bers of the ancient aristocracy to pros- 
trate themselves before the new throne 
ere its gilding was dry. “I showed 
them the path to glory and they would 
not tread it,” he said. “I opened my 
ante-room and they rushed through the 
door in crowds.” Not a few of the old 
nobles and grande dames were eage 
applicants for palace places. They 
were set to work drilling the awkward 
squad of the new court, teaching the 
raw recruits from the peasantry and 
the lower middle class the proper way 
to enter and back out of a room, curt- 
sey, speak, manage their trains or hold 
their hats. 

Encouraged by his success with the 
stars in the cast, he next showered the 
crosses of the legion of honor on the 
chorus and the supernumeraries, when, 
on the great day of the nation, the 
l4th of July, nobles and peasants abasea 
themselves before him in an equality 
of vanity. An intoxication 6f ambition 
for personal glory and selfish reward 
spread over France, which had poured 
forth the mightiest armies of modern 
times, raised up peasants to be con- 
querors of dukes and princes, and 
fought all Europe single-handed for 
ten .years without offering any other 
prize than the honor of serving the 
republic in hunger and rags. Now, 
however, that “our country” had be- 
come “‘my empire,” “our government” 
“my throne,” “our army,” “my army,” 
and “we, the people,” had become “my 
subjects,"” men no longer sweat for 
duty, but only for promotion, and the 
manhood of the nation was lost in the 
mad scramble to receive the new 
Zuinea stamp of rank. 


TWO MOTHERS. 

Two there were at least who held 
aloof in stern disdain. Mme. Letizia 
Bonaparte was absent from the eager 
line and absent from all the scenes in 
the “Follies of 1804." On the contrary, 
she took her place beside Lucien, the 
banished son, and remained with him 
in Rome, where she kept a dignity 
far higher than the new title mill could 
fabricate—Mme. Mere or Mme. Mother! 

Josephine’s mother also resolutely de- 
clined to be made over and to exchange 
for palace halls in Paris, the kitchen 
wing of the old ruined sugar house in 
Martinique, where she continued to 
dwell. Returning a gift of diamonds 
her daughter sent her, she wrote in a 
spirit of simple motherly providence, “I 
devote myself to the preservation for 
you of a safe retreat from the tem- 
pests which environ you on every side. 
Were you here, I should have nothing 
to desire in the world. O that I could 
once more press you to my heart before 
death overtakes me!’ The empress of 
the French was nothing to that. ma- 
ternal heart, which longed only for 
the homecoming of its little “Yvette.” 


NEW-FOUND ANCESTOR. 

Napoleon himself balked at the Chi- 
nese plan of ennobling his ancestors. 
Some zealous clerics discovered for 
him a long forgotten St. Napoleon, but 
he objected tothe proposalof a statue 
of his father. He was discarding his 
Corsican ancestry and choosing an en-

PARIS BOOMING. ; 


When at last the news arrived in 
Paris that the pope was coming, Na- 
poleon ordered the preparations for the 
coronation to go on with the utmost 
haste. The gray walls of Notre Dame 
had risen for 600 years and more from 
the “Island of the City,” where in the 
middle of the Seine Caesar found a 
cluster of savage huts that constituted 
the Paris of twenty centuries ago. A 
jumble of old buildings shutin the great 
cathedral and Napoleon ordered those 
structures to be torn down right and 
left to clear the way for the imperial 
procession. The work of demolition was 
pressed Dy day and night. New plat- 
forms and galleries were hastily erect- 
ed within the church. Streets were 
paved and all Paris was filled with the 
chorus of hammers. 

Workmen took advantage of the 
great demand for labor to extort un- 
heard-of wages, amounting to as much 
as 65, 75 and even 80 cents a day. 
Dressmakers, tailors and _ wmilliners, 
goldsmiths and jewelers did a rushing 
business. The making of crests, a lost 
art since the revolution, flourished 
once more. Napoleon adopted the eagle 
of Charlemagne for the standards of his 
legions and the bee as his personal em- 
scattering swarms of bees over 
his ensign and escutcheon, his palace 
carpets and draperies. The only me- 
mento of his native Corsica that ap- 
pears to have interested him was its 
emblematic color, green, which he 
adopted for the livery of the empire, a 
choice that is perpetuated to this day 
in the national flag of Italy. 

Isabey, the artist, was ordered on the 
eve of the coronation to prepare seven 
drawings in colors of the seven scenes 
to be enacted at Notre Dame. It was 
an impossible feat within the limits of 
time. But the resourceful artist pur- 
chased all the dolls in Paris and, dress- 
ing them up as emperor, empress, pope, 
princes, chambermaids, equerries, ladies 
of honor and the rest, he arranged 
them on a little stage that was a mina- 
ture of the church interior. Napoleon 
was delighted with this clever plan, 
and, calling in the various actors and 
actresses in his cast, he personally 
taught them their proper positions. As 
the costumer of the play he insisted at 
the same time on effectually masking 
the old republicans and revolutionists 
with the gold foil of the new empire. 
Uniforms were designed for every little 
functionary in France down to the 
mayors. 


MEETING THE POPE. 


A grave crisis arose as the 
ed Paris in his journey from Rome over 
the newly constructed Mount Cents 
highway.

A SECOND WEDDING. 

Pius, an amiable and benevolent 
character, was determined to make the 
best of every situation and net to bick- 
er with the emperor. Although he 
had supposed that his long journey 
was for the urpose of lacing the 
crown on Napoleon's head, he cheerful- 
ly consented to let him crown himself, 
as the emperor was determined to re- 
ceive the crown from no other hands 
than his own. When he recoiled from 
the communion as a sacrifice, since he 
could not partake of it in a spirit of 
sincerity, the pontiff consented to its 
omission, respecting his scruples, prob- 
ably glad to find he had.any in church 
matters. 

The pope was immovable, however, 
on questions that he regarded as moral, 
and carried his point every time. There 
was one very important condition which 
he insisted upon from the outset. Na- 


poleon had loyally and generously re- 
solved upon having Josephine crowned, 
although none of the Bourbon queens 
had received such an honor since Marie 
de Medici 200 years before. Yet he 
had no wife in the eyes of the church, 
his wedding. having taken place in’ the 
revolution, -when there were no reli- 
gious marriages in France. 

The pope firmly announced that un- 
less he and Josephine went through a 
religious ceremony the church could 
have no part in her coronation. The im- 
perial will was slow to bend, but in 
the end and only on the eve of the 
coronation, Napoleon and Josephine 
knelt before Cardjnal Fesch. After 
eight years their union had received 
the sanction of the church and the em- 
ress, no doubt, rose from the cardinal’s 
Ci contuer with a new feeling of security, 
for was not the emperor bound to her 
now by a tie that no man could put 
asunder? Napoleon’s desire to have 
her crowned, however, would seem to be 
assurance enough that he had yet no 
intention of sundering it, and as his 
thoughts harked back to their first 
wedding he laughed at the notary, now 
the imperial notary, who had advised 
Josephine against marrying 4 man with 
nothing but a cloak and a sword, the 
cloak had been dyed purple and the 
sword was Charlemagne’s! 


FAMILY QUARRELS.

Great pomp filled the succeeding 
days and nights, with their festivals 
and parades. Standing on a balcony 
of the Hotel de Ville, Napoleon light- 
ed a serpent one evening and it sped 
along a wire across the Seine, where 
it set off a pyrotechnical display, 
representing the crossing of the Alps. 
An enormous balloon rose from beside 
Notre Dame, surmounted by a fiery 
crown, and sailed away over France, 
over the Alps into Italy and on to 
Rome—the ancient seat of empire— 
where it fell in one of the lovely 
suburban lakes. It was but the herald 
of Napoleon’s coming in the spring to 
be crowned king of Italy. For the 
presidency of the Civalpine republic, 
which he still held, dit not comport 
with his imperial aitgnity. 


BACK TO BRIENNE. 

Almost the first journey hé “Ynade 
after putting on the crown of France 
was to Brienne, whither he returned 
after an absence of less than twenty 
years. He went in the simple pride 
of any young man, who, having scored 
a success in life—been taken into the 
firm or elected to the legislature— 
longs to air his new honors before the 
scoffers and doubters rm his boyhood 
Village. He was impatient to show 
Brienne his crown. 

We have already been witnesses of 
his only other entry into the town, 
when as a friendless 10-year-old Cor- 
Sican he stepped down from a rustic 
cart and passed through the door of 
he Mimin friars. Now he came with 
his heralds and trumpeters before 
him. The great chateau that ignored 
opened its doors wide to 
welcome him, while the solon of the 
erat ge old counts of Brienne humbly 
knelt before him at the castle gate 

Next he went to Marengo to show 
Josephine the field whereon he won his 
crown. He carried with him the old 
uniform he wore on the battle day, 
and putting it on he held a grand re- 
view of 25.000 troops which he had as- 
semblied for the occasion. 


THE IRON CROWN. 


At his appearance in Milan, to be 
crowned king of Italy, the Milanese 
outdid the Parisians at his French coro- é 
nation. No recollection of heavy sacri- 
fices in a great revolution for the over- 
throw of a monarchy cast its shadow 
upon the Italians while they rejoiced 
at the setting up of a new throne. Be- 
sides, was not their new sovereign an 
Italian like themselves? 

To grace the brow of the new king 
of Italy the famous crown of the Lom- 
bards was brought forth, that precious 
heirloom of the ages, which is so jeal- 
ously guarded behind no less than six 
locks in a casket with doors of silver 
and steel beneath a marble canopy in 
the cathedral of the royal town of Mon- 
za, a few miles out of Milan. There 
curious pilgrims may mount a plat- 
form and look down upon the rude cor- 
onet of the Longbeards, all gold and 
gems except for a slender inner band 
of iron, which tradition says was made 
from a nail of the Savior’s crucifixion. 
It was not in that simple old church of 
Monza, however, that Napoleon was 
consecrated, but with all pomp in the 
beautiful cathedral of Milan. from 
whose noble altar he took the iron 
crown to place it upon his head with 
his own hands. 

So pleased was he with his perform- 
ance in that last scene of his great 
spectacular drama that he exclaimed 
on returning to the palace, “Well. did 
you see the ceremony? Did you hear 
what I said when I placed the crown 
on my head?’ And he lifted his voice 
in imitation of the tones that had rung 
through the cathedral, “God has given 
it to me. Woe to him who shall 
touch it!”

Pacific ideals, to bé sure, are seldom 
the real motive of their action Taney 
usually employ the need of peace as a 
cloak under which to promote their 
own political aims. 

This desire for peace has rendered 
most civilized nations anaemic, and 
marks a decay of spirit and political 
courage such as has often been shown 
by a race of Epigoni. ‘It has alwavs 
been,” H. von Treitschke tells “the 
weary, spiritiess and exhausted ages 
which have played with the dream of 
perpetual peace.” 

Everyone will, within certain Ifmits, 
admit that the endeavors to diminish 
the dangers of war and to mitigate the 
eufferings which war entails are jrsti- 
fiable. But it is quite another matter 
if the object is to abolish war entirely, 
and to deny its necessary place in his- 
torical development.

Population and Industry as Causes of 
Var. 

Strong, healthy and flourishing na- 
tions increase in numbers. From a 
given moment they require a continual 
expansion of their frontiers, they re- 
quire new territory for the accommo- 
dation of their surplus population. 
Since almost every part of the globe is 
inhabited, new territory must, as a 
rule, be obtained at the cost of its 
possessors—that is to say, by conquest. 

The right of conquest is unlversally 
acknowledged. At first the procedure 
ig pacific. Over-populated countries 
pour a stream of emigrants into other 
states and territories. These submit 
to the legislature of the new country, 
but try tto obtain favorable conditions 
of existence for themselves at the cost 
of the original inhabitants, with whom 
they compete. , this amounts to con- 
quest.

of colonization is alse 
recognized. Vast territories inhabited 
by uncivilized masses are occupied by 
more highly civilized states, and made 
subject to their rule. Higher civiliza- 
tion and the correspondingly greater 
power are the foundations of the right 
to annexation. 

Lastly, in all times the right of con- 
quest by war has been admitted. It 
may be that a growing people cannot 
win colonies from uneivilized races, 
and yef the state wishes to retain the 
surplus population which the mother- 
country can no longer feed. Then the 
Only course left is to acquire the neces- 
Sary territory by war. Thus the in- 
stinct of self-preservation leads inev- 
itably to war, and the conquest of for- 
eign soil. It is not the possessor, but 
the victor, who then has the right. 

In such cases might gives the right 
to occupy or to conquer. Might is at 
once the supreme right, and the dis- 
pute as to what is rigtht is decided by 
the arbitrament of war. War gives a 
biologically just decision, since its de- 
cisions rest on the very nature of 
things. 

Just as increase of population forms 
under certain circumstances a convinc- 
ing argument for war, so industrial 
conditions may compel the same result. 

In America, England, Germany, to 
mention only the chief commercial 
countries, industries offer remunerative 
work to great masses of the popula- 
tion. The native population cannot 
consume all the products of this work. 
The industries depend, therefore, main- 
ly on exportation. Work and employ- 
ment are secured so long as they find 
markets which gladly accept’ their 
products, since they are paid for by 
the foreign country. jut this foreign 
country is intehsely interested in Lb- 
erating itself from such tribute, and in 
producing itself all that it requires. 
We find, therefore, a general endeavor 
to call home industries into existence, 
and to protect them by tariff barriers; 
and, on the other hand, the foreign 
country tries to keep the markets open 


to itself, to crush or cripple competing 


indusrties, and thus ‘to retain the con- 
sumers for itself or win fresh ones. 

It is an embittered struggle which 
rages in the market of the world. It 
has already often assumed definite hos- 
tile form in tariff wars, and the future 
will certainly intensify this struggle. 
Great commercial countries will, on the 
one hand, shut their doors more closely 
to outsiders, and countries hitherto 
on the down-grade 
conditions. of labor and production, 
will be able to supply goods cheaper 
than those imported from the old in- 
dustrial states. These latter will see 
their position in the world markets 
endangered, and thus it may well hap- 
export country can no 
longer offer satisfactory conditions of 
life to its workers. Such a state runs 
the danger not only of losing a valua- 
ble part of its population by emigra- 
tion, but of also gradually falling from 
its supremacy in the civilized and po- 
litical world through diminishing pro- 
duction and lessened profits. 

In this respect we stand today at the 
threshold of a development. We can- 
not reject the possibility that a state, 
under the necessity of providing re- 
munerative work for its population, 
may be driven into war. England, 
doubtless, would not shrink from a@ war 
to the knife, just as she fought for the 
ownership of the South African gold- 
fields and diamond mines, if any attack 
threatened her Indian market, the con- 
trol of which is the foundation of her 
world sovereignty. The Knowledge, 
therefore, that war depends on biolog- 
ical laws leads to the conclusion that 
every attempt to exclude it from inter- 
national relations must be demonstra- 
biv untenable. But it is not ofhly a 
hiological law, but a moral obligation, 
and.as such,an indispensable factor 
in civilization. 

War as a Moral Necessity. 

The attitude which is adopted to- 
wards this teda is closely connected 
with the view of life generally. 

If we regard the life of the individual 
nation as something purely 
material, as an incident which termi- 
nates in death and outward decay, we 
logically consider that the high- 
est gwoal which man can attain is the 
enjoyment of the most happy life and 
the greatest possible diminution of all 
bodily suffering. The state will be re- 
garded as a sort of assurance’ office, 
which guarantees a life of undisturbed 
possession and enjoyment in the widest 
meaning of the word. The compulsory 
functions of the state must be limited 
to the assurance of property and life. 
The state will be considered as a law- 
court, and the individual will be in- 
lined to shun war as the greatest 
conceivable evil. 

if, on the contrary, we consider the 
life of men and of states as merely a 
fraction of a collective existence, whose 
final purpose does not rest on enjoy- 
ment, but on the development of intel- 
lectual and moral powers, and if we 
look upon all enjoyment merely as an 
accessory of the chequered conditions 
of life, the task of the state will ap- 
pear in a very different light. The state 
not be to us merely a legal and 
social insurance office, political union 
will not seem to us to have the one 
object of bringing the advantages of 
civilization within the reach of the in- 
dividual; we shall assign to it the nobler 
task of raising the intellectual and 
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will develop home 
industries, which, under more favorable 


moral powers of a nation to the highest 
expansion and of securing for them that 
influence on the world which tends to 
the combined progress of humanity. We 
shall see in the state, as Fichte taught, 
an exponent of liberty to the human 
race, whose task it is to put into prac- 
tice the moral duty on earth “The 
state,” says Treitschke, “is a moral 
community. It is called upon to edu- 
cate the human race by  »positive 
achievement, and its ultimate object is 
that a nation should develop in it and 
through it into.a real character; that 
is, alike for nation and individuals, the 
highest moral task.” 

This highest expansion can never be 
realized in pure individualism. Man can 
only develop his highest capacities 
when he takes his part in a community, 
in a social organism, for which he lives 
and works. He must be in a family, 
in a society, in the state, which draws 
the tndividual out of the narrow cir- 
cles in which he otherwise would pass 
his life, and makes him a worker in 
the great common interests of hu- 
manity. 

War, from this standpoint, will be re- 
garded as a moral necessity, if it is 
waged to protect the highest and most 
valuable interests of a nation. As hu- 
man life is now constituted, it is polit- 
ical idealism which cails for war, 
while materialism—in theory, at least 
—repudiates it. 

The Evils of Peace. 

If we grasp the conception of the 
state from this higher aspect, we shal! 
soon see that it cannot attain its great 
moral ends unless its political power 
increases. The higher object at which 
it aims is closely correlated to the ai- 
vancement of its material interests. 
It is only the state which strives after 
an enlarged sphere of influence that 
creates the conditions under Which 
mankind develops into the most splen- 
did perfection. The development of ail 
the best human capabilities and quali- 
ties can only find scope on the great 
stage of action which power creates.

This is especially so 
under present-day conditions, when it 
can be regarded not merely as the af- 
fair of sovereigns and governments, but 
as the expression of the united will 
of a whole nation. 

All petty. private interests shrink 
into significance before the grave de- 
cision which a war involves. The 
common danger unites all in a common 
effort, and the man who shirks this 
duty to the community is deservedly 
spurned. This union contains a lib- 
erating power which produces happy 
and permanent results in the national 
life. We need only recall the uniting 
power of the war of liberation or the 
Franco-German war and their historical 
consequences. The brutal incidents in- 
separable from every war vanish com- 
pletely before the idealism of the main 
result, 

“I recognize in the effect of war 
upon national character,’ said Wilhelm 
von Humboldt, “one of the most salu- 
tary elements in the moulding of the 
human race.” 

A Warning to the United States. 

The individual can perform no no- 
bler moral action than to pledge his 
life on his convictions, and to devote 
his own existence to the cause which 
he serves, or even to the conception 
of the value of ideals to personal mo- 
rality. Similarly nations and states 
can achieve no loftier consummation 
than to stake their whole power on 
upholding their independence, their 
honor and their reputation. 

Such sentiments, however, 
be put into practice in war.

Christianity’s Justification of War. 

Again, from the Christian standpoint 
we arrive at the same i conclusion. 
Ohristian morality is based, indeed, on 
the law of love. “Love God above all 
things, and thy neighbor as thyself.” 
This law can claim no significance for 
the relations of one country to another, 
since tts application to politics would 
lead to a conflict of duties. The love 


which a man showed to another coun-; 


try as such would imply a want of love 
for his own countrymen. Such a sys- 
tem of politics must inevitably lead 
men astray. 

Christian morality is personal and 
social, and in its nature cannot be po- 
litical. Its object is to promote moral- 
ity of the. individual, in order to 
strengthen him to work unselfishly in 
the interests of the community. It tells 
us to love our individual enemies, but 
does not remove the conception of 
enmity. Christ Himself said: “I am not 
come to send peace on earth, but a 
sword.” His teaching can never be 
adduced aS an argument against the 
universal law of struggle. There never 
was a religion which was more com- 
bative than Christianity. Combat, mor- 
al combat, is its very essence. 

lf we transfer the idea of Christian- 
ity to the sphere of politics, we can 
Claim ‘to raise the power of the state— 
power in the widest sense, not merely 
from the material aspect—to the high- 
est degree, with the object of the moral 
advancement of humanity, and under 
certain conditions the sacrifice may be 
made which a War demands. Thus, 
accordiing to Christianity, we cannot 
disaprove of war in itself, but must 
admit that it is justified morally and 
historically. 

Again, we should not be entitled to 
assume that from the opposite, the 
purely materialistic, standpoint war is 
entirely precluded. The individual who 
holds such views will certainly regard 
it with disfavor, since it may cost him 
life and prosperity. The state, how- 
ever, as such can also come from the 
materialistic standpoint to a decision 
to wage war, if it believes that by a 
certain sacrifice of human lives and 
happiness the conditions of Mfe of the 
community may be improved.

lf we sum up our arguments, we shall 
see that, from the most opposite aspects, 
the efforts directed towards the aboli- 
tion of war must not only be termed 
foolish, but absolutely immoral, and 
must be stigmatized as unworthy of 
the human race. To what does the 
whole question amount? It is proposed 
to deprive men of the right and the 
possibility to sacrifice their highest 
moral unselfishness. It is proposed to 
obviate the great quarrels between na- 
tions and states by courts of arbitra- 
tion—that is, by arrangement. A one- 
sided, restricted, formal law is to be 
established in the place of the deci- 
sions of history. The weak nation is to 
have the same right to live as the 
powerful and vigorous nation. The 
whole idea represents a presumptuous 
encroachment on the natural laws of 
development, which can only lead to 


the most disastrous consequences for 
humanity generally. 

With the cessation of the unrestrict- 
ed competition, whose ultimate appeal 
is to arms, all real progress would soon 
be checked, and a moral and intellect- 
ual stagnation would ensue which 
must end in degeneration. History 
speaks with no uncertain voice on this 
subject. 


Our people must learn to see that the 
maintenance of peace never can or may 
be the goal of a policy. The policy of 
a& Sreat state has positive aims. It will 
endeavor to attain this by pacific 
measurés so long as that is possib! 
and profitable. 7 must not cay ~ 
conscious that in momentous questions 
which influence definitely the entire 
development of a nation, the appeal to 
arms igs a sacred right of the state, 
but it must keep this conviction fresh 
in the national consciousness.

Iron Tail Gives Account 
Of “Custer’s Last Stand’’ 


CHIEF IRON 
The 101 Ranch Indian, whose profile is on the new “Buffalo” nickel. 


Iron Tail, the old Sioux chief who 
Was selected by the United States 
treasury department as a model for 
the profile on the new “buffalo” 
nickel, has been in Atlanta a number 
of times with the now defunct Buffalo 
Bill show. This year he is coming 
with the 101 Ranch Wild West show, 
which has arranged to exhibit here 
November 2 and 3. 

While Iron Tail himself will readily 
be recalled, it is not generally known 
that he wae a participant in the Cus- 
ter fight on the Little Big Horn. For 
several years representatives of the 
Smithsonian institution in Washing- 
ton endeavored to get the old chief 
to tell his story of the bdattle, and it 
is only recently that he has complied. 
At the time of the fight Iron Tail was 
only 27 years of age. In his narrative 
he alludes to Custer as “Long Hair.” 
The vernacular is the interpreter’s. 

“At the time that we fight the sol- 
dier chief, Long Hair,” said Iron Tail 
through the interpreter, “I am a young 
man. I have been on war trail many 
times against the Crows and other In- 
dians and sometimes I fight the white 


men. 
Was Called Funny Boy. 


“When lama little boy lam called 


TAIL. 


Funny Boy, but when I have come 
back from a big fight with the Crows 
my father say I am to be called Iron 
Tail. Why, I do not know, but am 
glad to get my warrior name, though 
when we fight the Long Hair I am 
not yet chief. Many times Crazy 
Horse, who is our chief when there is 
war, sends me with twenty-five, may- 
be a hundred, braves to fight the 
enemy. He tells them they must listen 
to me, so I know one day I will be 
chief if I do not get killed. 

“When the Longe Hair comes with 
his soldiers all the Indians are in one 
big camp to have the sun dance, for 
it ie that time of the year. We do not 
know about the soldiers coming. Sit- 
ting Bull is making big medicine, and 
we all think of the dance. Sitting 
Bull tells us that after the dance we 
will all go and fight the white men 
and drive them out of the country. 

“One day, just before dark. some 
Indian boys who have been huntin 
ponies that have run away, come bac 
and say they have seen in the mud 
tracks that horses with iron shoes 
have made. Old men laugh at the 
boys and say they are afraid and will 
never make warriors. That night 
everyone in camp make fun of boys 
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and say they are trying to scare the 


old squaws.

The Fight Begins. 
‘Crazy 
tepee wifh rifle in his hand and tells 
me to take all the warriors who have 
their ponies and go and fight soldiers 
while other warriors are getting their 
horses. Not many have ponies when I 
call, but they cometo me and we fight 
soldiers. All over the camp warriors 
run to get their rifles and ponies. The 
soldiers drive us back a-ways, but all 
the time more warriors catch their 
horses and come to help fight sol- 
diers. After a while we fight better 
and stop the soldiers. 


“Then we see the soldiers getting off 


horses and bunching in beside each 
other. Crazy Horse tells us to fight 
soldiers on all sides so they can’t run 
away. So ] take my warriors and go 
around where we can shoot at the sol- 
diers’ backs. We make their horses 
run away and when more Indians come 
the soldiers get into ring. They Keep 
on fighting and kill many of our war- 
riors. 

“When they get into ring I can see 
the soldier chief. He has long hair 
and that is why Indians give him that 
name. At this time Crazy Horse tells 
me that all the soldiers with Long 
Hair will be killed and that I shall go 
to other end of valley and fight more 
soldiers, so they can’t help Long Hair 
and his men. We drive other sol- 
diers away, and when we come back 
Long Hair and his soldiers are all 
dead.

SPIRIT OF HATRED THAT 
IS BRED BY GREAT WAR 


(From Leslie’s Weekly.) 

Hate and war must go hand in hand. 
You couldn't go out and shoot your 
neighhor to death unless you first hated 
him. If circumstances should force you 
to such a thing you would speedily, 
by a sort of self-hypnosis, work your- 
self into a state of mind where you 
honestly believed that killing was en- 
tirely too good for him. This is just 
what the nations in Europe have done. 
We read now how the Germans have 
despised the English in the past and 
how the French have for forty-four 
years longed for revenge on the Ger- 
mans; of how Belgium hated the kai- 
ser with the hatred of fear, and of mu- 
tual antagonisms between Teuton and 
Serb. These sentiments were partly 
official and conventional, but mostly 
imaginary. The peoples got along pret- 
ty well together. Frenchmen did busi- 
ness in Berlin and Germans went holi- 
daying to Paris; London’s restaurants 
were largely manned by German staffs 
and Russian peasants helped to reap 
the harvests in Prussia. Educated men 
in each of these nations prided them- 
selves on their familiarity with the 
languages of the others, and enjoyed 
their literature, art and music. 

Then came war, and all was changed. 
Some millions of men were going to 
slaughter each other, and first they had 
to convince themselves that they ought 
to do it. The preliminary era was 
of window smashing, street demonstra- 
tions, trade boycotts and imprisonment 
of inoffensive nationals of hostile na- 
tions. Then Wagner's music was ta- 
booed in Russia and France; St. Pe- 
tersburg must have its name changed 
to cleanse it from the loathsome Teu- 
tonic termination; English table sauces 
disappeared from Berlin restaurants; 
Paris styles were anathemain Vienna; 
London poured Munich beer into the 
gutters; a Paris magazine started a

Gaining Foothold in Japan 


Tokio. October 17—What the Japa- 
nese call “western society journalism” 
is gaining a strong foothold in Japan. 
Both the newspapers and magazines 
aré paying more attention to the wom- 
en. Although the practice has not de- 
veloped to the extent of the women’s 
page as it is known in America, the 
newspapers make it a particular point 
to tell what women are doing, and, like 
the magazines, make a specialty of 
their history, their fads and their fu- 
ture. 

Among the wives of the cabinet mem- 
hers, all of whom are found especially 
‘interesting, the Countess Okuma, con- 
sort of the premier, is constantly held 
up as a model, possessing all the vir- 
tues for which Japanese women are fa-~- 
mous, She not only presides over the 
most celebrated kitchen in Japan, which 
is capable of serving thousands of 
guests at one time, but she is known 
and respected for her noble character 
and fine womanly qualities. 

The count and countess have been 
married now for forty-five years. She, 
before her marriage, was Aya-ko, the 
eldest daughter of a vassal of the Sho- 
gun. She was sought out by Count 
Okuma, who, unlike most of the young 
men of the turbulent restoration days, 
was determined to find a woman of 
fine character and good home training. 
She has always devoted herself to her 
husband. A notable instance was, when, 
twenty-five years ago, the count was 
brought home wounded in the leg by 
a bomb. The physicians declared that 
the leg must be amputated. The count- 
ess made a prompt decision when she 
was told it was the only way to save 

is life, and after the operation she 
became more devoted still.

A magazine account of how Baron 
Kato came to marry her is current just 
now: Young Kato, serving as head of 
a branch office of a banking concern 
of which Baron Iwasaki was president, 
made such an impression that Baron 
Iwasaki presented him with a gold 
watch.

Would you Keep it for 
me till that time comes?’

Mrs. Yosano, one of the most popu- 
lar Japanese women poets of the day, 
has come forth with some radical ideas 
about her country women’s dress. She 
says: 

“The inactivity which the Japanese 
kimono costume brings about is in 
itself a kind of ugliness, and the 
Japanese dress must be improved in 
this respect so as to k pace with 
the march of civilizatio Japanese 
women are defective in original ideas 
and follow blindly the law imposed 
upon them by others. In matter of 
dress they do not seem to take any in- 
terest and do not attempt to improve 
their own dress so as to afford them 
greater comfort. I have previously 
said the French style is preferable; 
this is simply an idea. As a matter 
of fact, Japan ought to have a dress 
appropriate to the new conditions of 
society.

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WHERE WILL ITALY BE 
IN THE FINAL WIND-UP? 


(From The Richmond-Times Dispatch.) 

Saving the necessity of a large army 
on the Italian frontier and the com- 
plication of naval affairs in the Medi- 
terranean, France is doubtless satis- 
fied to let Italy stay out of the conflict 
in Europe; and certainly the allies, as 
a whole, have nothing but satisfaction 
with her neutrality. No step has been 
taken by England or France to drag 
Italy in, and German's futile threat 
has had no effect. But the time may 
be nearing when Italy will have to 
take a decided stand, and if she decides 
to declare war, the allies have little 
doubt of her aggressive help. 

Very properly, in the present situa- 
tion, Italy will shape her course by 
self-interest. Refusing so far to rec- 
ognize any obligation to Germany and 
Austria, she has brought down on her- 
self the displeasure of the kaiser. 
Should she now or in the future join 
the Germans, it would be a reversal of 
the previous decision, which would be 
in effect a confession of fear of the 
mailed fist. But should she join the 
allies, it would be in German eyes an 
unforgivable treachery, and if by any 
chance Germany should come out of 
the conflict in position of strength, 
that warlike country would probably 
never rest well until it had adminis- 
tered punishment. 

Meantime, Turkey has begun to back 
water on her pro-German program. 
feeling self-interest like a lump in her 
political throat. 

If Italy should be forced into the 
conflict, it will be interesting to watch 
her decision and the reason for it. 
There are powerful arguments on both 
sides, and in sticking out for neutral- 
ity. Italy is certainly playing her 
highest trump she now holds ig her

A Picturesque Sight. 

It was always a picturesque sigh 
when camp was broken, and again a 
nightfall when the laden mules came 
stringing in and their busmdens were 
thrown down, while the tents were 
pitched and the fires lit. We break- 
fasted before leaving camp, the 
aluminum cups and plates being placed 
on oxhides, round which we sat, on the 
ground or on camp-stools.

At night there were no mosquitoes. 
In the daytime gnats and sand-flies and 
horseflies sometimes bothered us a lit- 
tle, but not much. Small stingless bees 
lit on us to numbers and crawled over 
the skin, making a slight tickling; but 
we did not mind them until they be- 
came very numerous. There’ was a 
good deal of rain, but not enough to 
cause any serious annoyance. 


The River of Doubt. 


Colonel Roosevelt and Lieutenant 
Lyra held many discussions as _ to 
whither the Rio Duvida flowed, and 
where its mouth might be. Its pro- 
visional name—‘river of doubt’—was 
given it precisely because of this ignor- 
ance concerning it; an ignorance which 
it was one of the purposes of our trip 
to dispel. It might go into the Gy- 
Parana, in which case its course must 
be very short: it might flow into the 
Madeira low down, in which case its 
course would be very long: or, which 
was unlikely, it might flow into the 
Tapajos. 

There was another river, of which 
Colonel Rondon had come across the 
headwaters, whose course was equally 
doubtful, although in its case there 
was rather more probability of tts 
flowing into the Juruena, by which 
name the Tapajos is known for its 
upper half. To this unknown river. 
Colonel Rondon had given the name 


it he found a deserted Indian field with 
pineapples, which the hungry explorers 
ate greedily. 

Among the things the colonel and I 
hoped to accomplish on the tfip was to 
do a little work in clearing up one or 
the other of these two doubtful geo- 
graphical points, and thereby to push 
a little forward the knowledge of the 
region. Originally, as described in the 
first chapter, my trip was undertaken 
primarily in thetinterest of the Amer!i- 
can Museum of Natural History of 
New York, to add to our knowledge of 
the birds and mammals of the far in- 
terior of the western Brazilian wilder- 
ness; and the labels of our baggage 
and scientific equipment printed by the 
museum were entitled “Colonel Roose- 
velt’s South American Expedition for 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory.” But, as I have already men- 
tioned, at Rio the Brazilian govern- 
ment, through the secretary of foreign 
affairs, Dr. Lauro Muller, suggested 
that I should combine the expedition 
with one by Colonel Rondon, which 
they contemplated making, and thereby 
make both expeditions of broader sci- 
entific interest. 


A Strong Combination. 


I accepted the proposal with much 
pleasure, and we found, when we joined 
Colonel Rondon and his associates, that 
their baggage and equipment had been 
labeled by ithe Brazilian government 
“Expediaco Scientifica Roosevelt-Ron- 
don.” This thenceforth became the 
peener and official title of the expedi- 
ion.

logical work, The geological work was 
done by a Brazilian member of the ex- 
pedition, Euzebio Oliveira. The astro- 
nomical work necessary for’ obtaining 
the exact geographical location of the 
rivers and points of note was to be 
done by Lieutenant Lyra, under the 
supervision of Colonel Rondon, and at 
the telegraph staions this astronomical 
work would be checked* by wire com- 
munications with one of Colonel Ron- 
don’s assistants at CuyuDba, Lieutenant 
Caetano, thereby securing a minutely 
accurate comparison of time. 


The sketch-maps and surveying and 
cartographical work generally were to 
be made under the supervision of Colo- 
nel Rondon by wuyra, with assistance 
from Fiala and Kermit. Captain Amil- 
ear handled the worst problem—of 
transportation: the medical member 
was Dr. Cajazeira. 

At night around the camp-fire my 
Brazilian companions often spoke of 
the first explorers of this vast wilder- 
ness of western Brazil-men whose very 
names are now hardly known, but who 
did each his part in opening the coun- 
try which will some day see such 
growth and development. 


A Notable Portuguese. 


Among the most netabdite of them was 
a Portuguese, Ricardo Franco, who 
spent forty years ac the work, dur- 
ing the last quarter.of the eighteenth 
and the opening years of the nine- 
teenth centuries. He ascended for long 
distances the Xingu and the Tapajos, 
and went up the Madeira and Guapore, 
crossing to the headwaters of the 
Paraguay and partially exploring there 
also. 

He worked among and with the In- 
dians, much as Mungo Park worked 
with the natives of West Africa, hav- 
ing none of the aids, instruments and 
comforjs with which even the hardi- 
est of modern expl«rers are provided. 
He was one of the men who estab- 
lished the beginnings of the province 
of Matto Grosso. 

For many years the sole method of 
communication between this remote in- 
terior province and civilization was 
by the long, difficult and perilous 
route which led up the Amazon and 
Madeira; and its then capital, the town 
of Matto Grosso, the seat of the cap- 
tain general, with its palace, cathe- 
dral and fortress, was accordingly 
placed far to the west, near the Gua- 
pore. When less circuitous lines of 
communication were established far- 
ther eastward the eld capital was 
abandoned, and the tropic wilderness 
surged over the lonely little town. 

The tomb of the old colonial ex- 
plorer still stands in the. ruined cathe- 
dral where the forest -has once more 
come to its own. But civilization is 
again advancing to reclaim the lost 
town, and to revive the memory of 
the wilderness wanderer who helped 
to found it. Colonel Rondon has 
named a river after Franco; a range 
of mountains has also been named aft- 
er him; and the colonel, acting for 
the Brazilian government, has estab- 
lished a telegraph station in what was 
once the palace of the eaptain general. 


In the next article Colonel Roosevelt 
will tell of the interesting Parecis In- 
dians, who in certain respects are un- 
like any other people on the South 


American continent. 
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Allow me to thank you for your 
articles on economics which appear 
in The Constitution from time to 
time. Much good is being accom- 
plished through the efforts of or- 
ganized women and I am impatient 
for concerted action in regard to in- 
dustrial training for negroes.

after having contributed to their 
education in taxes. Especially does 
this apply to those engaged as do- 
mestic servants. As a rule, they 
do everything indifferently; no one 
thing is well done, and I believe 
women must take steps in this di- 
rection in self-defense.

The interests of the women of the 
south became enlarged as the in- 
terests of women everywhere 
broadened. The good housekeeper 
found her responsibilities took her 
out of the home, still doing her duty— 
looking to the upbuilding of the 
church, the school, the hospital, the 
social institutions of all kinds. 

Other Changes. 

She has been more and more taken 
out of the home, and the negro has 
lost the opportunity of her training, 
when hired to her as the freeman; the 
training which had formerly made him 
the model domestic servant. 

The conditions which have changed 
the routine life of the housekeeper in 
the south are natural. The change 
which has brought about the ineffi- 
ciency of the negro servant is also 
perfectly natural, though the combina- 
tion of conditions does go to make one 
of the many problems which come un- 
der the head of the “high cost of liv- 
inge”” one moment and “lack of effi- 
ceincy” the next. 

Industrial Training. 

Even the more enlightened element 
of the negro realize that industrial 
training is the best for the negro at 
large. His benefactors who since the 
war have given largely to the educa- 
tion of the negro in the south have 
realized it, and the two greatest and 
most largely endowed institutions for 
negroes in this country—those at 
Hampton, Va., and Tuskeegee, Ala.— 
are planned and operated according to 
the industrial plan. 

‘Why, then,” may ask the unthink- 
ing man or woman, “have we not bet- 
ter cooks and better domestic servants 
generally?” 

One answer to this question is that 
Hampton, Va., would not, even with its 
large attendance, be able to supply the 
demand in Virginia alone for gradu- 
ates of the institution; and the same 
would, no doubt, be reported by Tus- 
ceervee 

Another answer is that though these 
institutions give industrial training, 
their purpose is to reach the negro race 
at large in the matter of building 
up their standards in the home, in the 
community, making self-supporting, 
law-abiding citizens of them. 

These institutions are furnishing 
skilled artisans, farmers, housewives 
and teachers for the rural negro schools 
where the most needy of the race are. 
Records show that the women of these 
institutions.are more frequently drawn 
from the cotintry or country towns, 
and that, finishing their course of study, 
they go back to the country and teach, 
become the wives of negro farmers 
or employees on farms, and in many 
cases are the housewives in their own 
homes, 
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A Geed Suggestion. 

Returning to the suggestion 
the prominent Georgia woman 
the organized women of 
gia should take up the 
ter of obtaining industrial 
ine for the negro, the answer is that 
this element of women have been 
working to that end for eighteen 
vears. but they have not demanded the 
more practical education for the negro 
alone.
